:,M^  What  is  a  Board  of  Selectmen?  The  board  functions  as  the  town's  executive  branch 
^^    and  as  the  agent  to  carry  out  the  actions  of  the  town's  legislative  branch,  the  town 
meeting.  The  selectmen  act  as  a  coUegial  body  in  the  conduct  of  their  affairs.  This 
means  that  one  selectman  has  no  authority  at  all.  An  action  taken  by  one  selectman 
has  no  legal  effect  unless  it  is  voted  upon  by  the  board  at  a  public  meeting.  Despite 
their  responsibility  as  municipal  executives,  selectmen  can  exercise  only  those  powers  specifically 
enumerated  by  statute,  ordinance,  or  bylaw,  other  than  those  powers  that  are  within  the  authority  of  their 
office  to  exercise.  For  the  most  part,  officers  whom  the  town  is  either  required  to  elect  or  has  the  option  of 
electing  are  independent  of  the  selectmen  and  are  not  subject  to  control  by  the  selectmen.  A  town  cannot 
legally  function  without  selectmen.

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Right~to~Know  Law 


What  is  the  "Right-to-Know"  Law,  RSA  91: A?  It 

is  New  Hampshire's  statute  that  emphasizes  that  the 
business  of  the  Town  is  the  public's  business.  It 
makes  clear  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  public 
has  access  to  Town  records  and  meetings  held  in 
connection  with  Town  Government. 

Who  does  it  cover?  All  of  us,  whether  we  are  elected 
officials,  employees  or  volunteers  serving  on  boards 
of  the  Town  of  Grantham. 

What  does  it  cover?  It  covers  all  "meetings".  A 
"meeting"  occurs  whenever  a  quorum  of  a  Board, 
Committee  or  Subcommittee  has  supervision,  control, 
jurisdiction  or  advisory  power.  The  law  also  requires 
that  the  business  of  a  Board  be  conducted  at  a 
meeting,  rather  than  by  telephone,  e-mail  or  private 
gathering  of  individuals. 

If  it  is  a  meeting,  what  does  that  mean?  A  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  must  be  posted  at  least  24  hours  in 
advance  (excluding  Sundays  and  legal  holidays)  in  at 
least  two  (2)  public  places.  The  public  is  entitled  to 
attend  and  may  record  or  videotape  the  proceeding. 
All  votes,  with  the  very  few  exceptions  itemized 
below,  must  be  taken  in  open  session  and  not  be 
secret  ballot.   Minutes  must  be  taken  and  made 
available  to  the  public  within  144  hours. 

When  can  we  hold  a  nonpublic  session?  Rarely. 
The  Right-to-Know  Law  lists  certain  limited 
situations,  which  allow  a  Board  to  go  into  nonpublic 
session.  Those  situations  are:  Dismissal,  promotion 
or  setting  compensation  for  public  employees,  RSA 
91-A:3.  II  (a).   Consideration  of  the  hiring  of  a  public 
employee,  RSA  91-A:3.  II  (b).   Matters  which,  if 
discussed  in  public,  would  likely  affect  adversely  the 
reputation  of  any  person  -  however,  this  cannot  be 
used  to  protect  a  person  who  is  a  member  of  your 
board,  committee  or  subcommittee.  RSA  9I-A:3,  II 
(c).  Consideration  of  the  purchase,  sale,  or  lease  of 
real  or  personal  property,  RSA  9I-A:3,  II  (d). 
Discussion  of  pending  or  threatened  (in  writing) 
litigation,  RSA91-A;3.  II  (e). 

How  do  we  go  into  nonpublic  session?  A  motion 
must  be  made  which  spcciricaily  idcntillcs  the 


statutory  category  which  is  the  reason  for  going  into 
nonpublic  session,  and  then  a  roll  call  must  be  taken 
in  which  each  member's  vote  on  the  motion  must  be 
recorded. 

If  we  go  into  nonpublic  session,  what  then? 

Minutes  must  be  taken  just  as  you  would  in  an  open 
session.  Decisions  can  be  made  in  nonpublic 
sessions.  You  must  stick  to  the  subject  which  was  the 
reason  for  going  into  the  nonpublic  session;  if  there  is 
need  to  discuss  other  matters  which  discussion  would 
be  covered  by  a  different  exemption,  you  need  to  first 
come  out  of  nonpublic  session  and  then  vote  to  go 
back  in  under  that  different  exception.   It  is  only  in 
this  way  that  a  proper  record  can  be  prepared  for 
public  review.  The  minutes  from  the  nonpublic 
session  must  be  made  public  within  72  hours  unless 
two-thirds  of  the  members,  while  in  nonpublic 
session,  determine  that  the  divulgence  of  the 
information  likely  would  adversely  effect  the 
reputation  of  any  person  other  than  a  member  of  the 
Board,  Committee  or  Subcommittee,  or  render  the 
circumstances,  the  minutes  may  be  withheld  until 
those  circumstances  no  longer  apply.  Action  required 
to  sequester. 

Which  Public  Records  are  accessible?  The  public 
has  access  to  all  records  held  by  the  town  except  to 
the  extent  they  may  fall  under  one  of  the  exemptions 
listed  above. 

How  quickly  do  the  records  need  to  be  supplied?  If 

the  requested  record  cannot  conveniently  be  made 
available  immediately,  there  is  a  deadline  of  five  (5) 
business  days  for  complying  with  the  request. 

If  there  is  a  question  as  to  whether  something  is 
open  to  the  public,  what  do  I  do?  Consult  with  the 
Selectmen  and  they  will  get  advice  from  town 
counsel,  if  necessary. 

In  what  format  can  the  public  demand  (hat  town 
records  he  produced?  Most  records  are  available  lor 
photocopying,  but  the  Right-to-Know  Law  also 
extends  the  right  to  obtain  computer  disks  of  material 
already  in  the  town's  computers.  A  reasonable  charge 
can  be  made  to  cover  llie  cost  of  providing  the  copies 
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or  disks.  In  no  case,  however,  does  a  member  of  the 
pubHc  have  the  right  to  demand  that  the  town  collect, 
search  for,  or  arrange  information  that  is  not  already 
pulled  together  for  the  town's  own  purposes. 

Tins  document  is  intended  as  a  general  outline  of  the 
"Right-to-Know  "  Law  and  is  somewhat  simplified  for 
ease  of  use.   If  you  have  any  questions,  please  contact 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 


2006  Town  Meeting  Rules 

1.  Non- voters  who  are  not  officers  of  the  town  may  be  allowed  to  address  the  meeting  only  if  the  town  votes 
to  permit  it. 

2.  All  voters  will  direct  their  remarks  to  the  moderator.  Whenever  a  voter  wishes  to  speak,  he  or  she  will 
address  the  moderator  and  identify  him  or  herself. 

3.  Unless  superseded  by  State  law,  reconsideration  of  a  vote  on  any  article  should  be  brought  up  immediately 
after  the  vote  has  been  declared.  A  vote  on  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  over  $100,000  cannot  be 
reconsidered  at  the  same  meeting.  The  town  may  also  vote  to  restrict  reconsideration  of  any  other  vote  in 
the  same  manner. 

4.  The  moderator  will  conduct  a  secret  "yes-no"  ballot  vote  when  five  voters  make  a  written  request  prior  to 
a  voice  or  show  of  hands  vote  on  any  article  open  for  discussion. 

5.  Any  ruling  by  the  moderator  can  be  challenged.  The  moderator  will  conduct  a  secret  "yes-no"  ballot  when 
seven  or  more  voters  question  any  non-ballot  vote  immediately  after  the  vote  is  declared,  and  before  any 
other  business  is  conducted. 

6.  All  proposed  amendments  to  articles  will  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  moderator  prior  to  discussion  of 
the  amendment. 

7.  Registered  voters  only  will  be  seated  in  the  center  section  of  the  meeting  hall.  Non-voters  will  be  seated  in 
the  visitor's  gallery  located  in  the  area  bounded  by  the  pillars  and  the  inside  wall  of  the  meeting  hall.

Create  "Article  III-G  Central  Village  Residential  District  (CVRD)"  to  include  thirty-nine  (39)  existing  and 
mostly  smaller,  adjacent  lots  in  the  primarily  residential  area  of  central  Grantham  on  and  near  the 
intersection  of  Routes  10  and  114.  The  majority  of  these  lots  are  less  than  one-acre  in  size  and  are 
presently  included  in  the  one  acre  zoned  Rural  Residential  District.

Rationale:  The  Town  of  Grantham's  Master  Plan  recommended  the  formation  of  a  Central  Village  District 
to  better  define  and  maintain  the  unique  character  and  historic  value  of  the  downtown  area.

Moderator  Merle  Schotanus  called  the  230th  Annual  Grantham  Town  Meeting  to  order  at  10:00am.  Pastor  Ron 
Bruce  was  invited  to  offer  the  invocation.  The  Moderator  asked  Dick  Mansfield  to  lead  the  assembly  in  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

Moderator  Schotanus  stated  that  it  is  historically  significant  that  this  is  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Town  of 
Grantham  in  its  new  municipal  building.  This  year's  town  report  is  dedicated  to  all  those  involved  with  the 
new  building.  The  Moderator  asked  Selectman  Harold  Haddock  to  speak.   Selectman  Haddock  stated  that  for 
the  first  time  in  230  years  of  town  meetings  we  have  a  building  that  was  built  specifically  for  that  purpose  and 
general  government  operations.  The  Selectmen  would  like  to  dedicate  this  building  to  the  people  of  Grantham 
and  we  wish  you  use  it  well  over  the  coming  years. 

Moderator  Schotanus  stated  that  the  meeting  having  been  properly  warranted  as  it  is  certified  on  page  1 8  of 
the  Town  Report  and  by  the  authority  vested  in  him  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  declared  the 
230th  Annual  Town  Meeting  officially  open  for  business.  The  polls  officially  opened  at  10  am  and  will  remain 
open  until  7  pm  for  ballot  voting  for  articles  I  through  9  on  the  Town  Warrant. 

The  Moderator  suggested  that  questions  about  the  zoning  amendments  on  the  ballot  be  directed  to  the 
members  of  the  Zoning  Board  after  the  meeting.  He  recognized  the  members  who  were  in  attendance:  Dick 
Mansfield,  Conrad  Frey,  Marjorie  Bostrom,  and  Myron  Cummings. 

Moderator  Schotanus  recognized  Carl  Hanson,  School  District  Moderator,  for  announcements  regarding  the 
Grantham  School  District.  Mr.  Hanson  stated  that  the  business  meeting  would  be  held  on  March  21,  2006  at  7 
pm.  The  polls  are  open  today  for  the  election  of  school  board  offices. 

The  Town  Officers  in  attendance  were  as  follows:  Rita  Eigenbrode,  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector;  Selectman 
William  Hutchins;  Selectman  Harold  Haddock;  Selectman  Connie  Jones;  and  Town  Administrator  Tina 
Steams.  The  Moderator  then  introduced  Chief  Russell  Lary,  running  the  video  camera;  Supervisors  of  the 
Checklist  Deborah  Cheever,  Donna  Stamper,  Sandra  Noordsy  and  assistant  Cynthia  Towle,  Deputy  Town 
Clerk/Tax  Collector;  Victoria  Smith,  Assistant  Moderator,  overseeing  the  ballot  box.  The  ballot  clerks  were 
Lori  McClory,  Sarah  Barton,  Connie  Howard  and  Sandy  Palermo. 

Moderator  Schotanus  proposed  that  the  2006  Town  Meeting  rules  be  adopted  with  the  addition  of  a  7th  rule.  It 
would  read  as  follows: 

Registered  voters  only  will  be  seated  in  the  center  section  of  the  meeting  hall.  Non-voters  will  be  seated  in  the 
visitor's  gallery  located  in  the  area  bounded  by  the  inside  pillars  and  the  inside  wall  of  the  meeting  hall. 

It  is  necessary  to  put  this  rule  in  so  that  we  can  assure  everyone  that  the  voters  are  being  separated  from  the 
IK )n- voters.   Seeing  that  there  were  no  questions  concerning  the  proposed  rules  for  the  2006  Town  Meeting  it 
was  moved  and  seconded  t  accept  the  rules  for  2006.  The  Town  Clerk  was  directed  to  make  them  part  of  the 
current  record.    Passed  hy  I  'n/iiiiiiioiis  I'oicc  I'o/c 
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1.    Non-voters  who  are  not  officers  of  the  town  may  be  allowed  to  address  the  meeting  only  if  the  town  votes 
to  permit  it. 

All  voters  will  direct  their  remarks  to  the  moderator.  Whenever  a  voter  wishes  to  speak,  he  or  she  will 
address  the  moderator  and  identify  him  or  herself 

Unless  superseded  by  State  law,  reconsideration  of  a  vote  on  any  article  should  be  brought  up  immediately 
after  the  vote  has  been  declared.  A  vote  on  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  over  $  1 00,000  cannot  be 
reconsidered  at  the  same  meeting.  The  town  may  also  vote  to  restrict  reconsideration  of  any  other  vote  in 
the  same  manner. 

The  moderator  will  conduct  a  secret  "yes-no"  ballot  vote  when  five  voters  make  a  written  request  prior  to 
a  voice  or  show  of  hands  vote  on  any  article  open  for  discussion. 

Any  ruling  by  the  moderator  can  be  challenged.  The  moderator  will  conduct  a  secret  "yes-no"  ballot  when 
seven  or  more  voters  question  any  non-ballot  vote  immediately  after  the  vote  is  declared,  and  before  any 
other  business  is  conducted. 

All  proposed  amendments  to  articles  will  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  moderator  prior  to  discussion  of 
the  amendment. 

Registered  voters  only  will  be  seated  in  the  center  section  of  the  meeting  hall.  Non-voters  will  be  seated  in 
the  visitor's  gallery  located  in  the  area  bounded  by  the  pillars  and  the  inside  wall  of  the  meeting  hall.

It  was  moved  and  seconded:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  Veteran's  Tax  exemption  from  the 
standard  veteran's  tax  credit  of  $50.00  to  the  optional  veteran's  tax  credit  of  $500.00  as  allowed  by  RSA 
72:28  Standard  and  Optional  Veteran's  Tax  Credit,  Title  V,  Taxation,  Chapter  72,  Persons  and  Property 
Liable  to  Taxation,  Property  Taxes.  Due  to  two  of  the  Selectmen  benefiting  fi-om  the  passage  of  this  article 
there  is  no  recommendation.    The  third  Selectman  is  in  support  of  this  article.   This  article  has  an  estimated 
tax  impact  of  12  cents  (this  equates  to  an  appropriation  of  approximately  $71,500). 

The  Moderator  recognized  Connie  Jones  to  speak  to  the  article.  Selectman  Jones  said  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  gives  the  towns  the  right  to  have  an  exemption  from  $50  to  $500  and  I  feel  that  we  are  on  the 
low  side  and  that  we  should  raise  the  exemption.  The  tax  credit  is  deducted  from  the  tax  on  your 
residential  property.  Mr.  Siedel's  petition  asks  for  the  maximum  amount  of  $500.  If  that  is  what  the  town 
wants  that  is  wonderful  but    anything  above  the  $50  would  certainly  be  an  improvement.

Moderator  Schotanus  recognized  Selectman  Haddock  for  comments  regarding  this  article.  Selectman 
Haddock  said  there  is  an  overall  decrease  in  this  category.  In  Highway  Administration  the  increase  is  due 
to  fuel  costs.

75%  of  the  cost.  The  proposed  cost  of  the  bridge  is  $250,000.  Therefore,  money  was  not  allotted  because 
of  the  $100,000  that  we  have  and  our  chances  of  getting  the  grant  are  very  good.  The  Moderator 
recognized  Sandy  Palermo  for  comments  and  a  question.  Mrs.  Palermo  stated  that  she  lives  oft' of  Dunbar 
Hill  Road  and  wanted  to  know  why  it  hadn't  been  paved  yet  since  it  had  been  in  the  budget  to  do  so  for  the 
past  few  years.  Selectman  I  laddock  answered  by  saying  that  the  paving  of  Dunbar  1  lill  Road  is  in  the 
present  year  budget.  Lori  McClory  asked  if  the  Selectmen  have  considered  mandatoiy  recycling  and  if  tlic 
next  hazardous  waste  collection  day  had  been  scheduled?  Selectman  Haddock  responded  by  saying  that 
the  fJoard  encourages  recycling.

Moderator  Schotanus  removed  himself  as  Moderator  for  article  23  since  he  built  the  road  in  question  and 
now  lives  on  said  road.  He  asked  the  Assistant  Moderator  Victoria  Smith  to  replace  him. 
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Assistant  Moderator  Smith  recognized  Selectman  Connie  Jones  to  speak  to  this  article.  Selectman  Jones 
said  that  the  people  that  live  on  Sugarwood  Lane  have  been  working  on  the  road  to  get  it  up  to  standards 
so  that  the  Town  of  Grantham  would  accept  it.  The  residents  have  done  almost  all  of  the  necessary  work. 
The  Town  Engineer,  Peter  Blakeman  has  inspected  the  road  and  will  do  so  again  when  they  have  put  on  an 
extra  layer  of  gravel.  Joe  Newcomb.  road  agent,  has  been  watching  this.  The  Selectmen  feel  that  once 
everything  is  taken  care  of,  this  road  should  be  accepted  by  the  town  as  a  classified  road.  PASSED  BY 
MAJORITY  VOICE  VOTE 

ARTICLE  24:  Discontinue  Radio  Console  Capital  Reserve  Fund;  It  was  moved  and  seconded:  To  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Radio  Console  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  1998.  The 
remaining  funds  in  the  amount  of  $500.00  plus  accumulated  interest  to  date  of  withdrawal  are  to  be 
transferred  to  the  town's  general  fund.  Majority  vote  required      Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

Moderator  Schotanus  resumed  his  position  and  recognized  Selectman  Hutchins  to  speak  to  this  article. 
Selectman  Hutchins  said  that  because  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Police  Department  the  equipment  is  not 
needed.   PASSED  BY  UNANIMOUS  VOICE  VOTE 

ARTICLE  25:  It  was  moved  and  seconded:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  establish  a  Capital  Improvement  Plan  Committee,  to  study  and  report  back  to  the  town  on  the 
feasibility  of  establishing  a  Municipal  Capital  Improvement  Plan,  projected  over  a  period  of  at  least  10 
years,  in  accordance  with  RSA  674:5.  Majority  vote  required      Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

Moderator  Schotanus  explained  that  this  article  is  related  to  article  5  which  will  be  voted  on  by  ballot. 
Article  5,  which  has  to  do  with  impact  fees,  cannot  go  into  operation  until  this  article  is  passed. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Selectman  Haddock  to  speak  to  the  article.  Selectman  Haddock  said  that  the 
Board  recommends  planning  how  we  are  going  to  spend  capital  funds  well  in  advance  so  there  is  adequate 
time  to  raise  money,  in  addition  to  the  ability  to  deal  with  impact  fees.  The  Moderator  recognized  Arthur 
Magowan  for  a  question.  Mr.  Magowan  asked  if  it  was  desirable  to  come  back  with  a  plan  for  approval 
next  town  meeting  or  to  come  back  with  a  feasibility  report  to  do  such  a  plan.  Selectman  Haddock  said 
that  first  the  committee  has  to  be  established  and  brought  up  to  speed.  He  was  not  sure  that  one  year  would 
accomplish  all  of  what  Arthur  Magowan  suggested,  i.e.  coming  back  with  a  plan.  The  intent  is  to  get  it 
done  as  soon  as  possible.

The  reason  is  that  it  will 
enable  us  to  assess  impact  fees  on  future  development  as  well  as  being  prudent  fiscal  management. 
PASSED  BY  UNANIMOUS  VOICE  VOTE 

AKIIC  LF.  26:  End  of  Meeting;  It  was  moved  and  seconded:  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  officers,  and 
committees  heretofore  chosen,  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto,  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Cindy  Towle  to  give  her  I  log  Reeves  report.  Moderator  SchoUinus  olTicially 
appointed  Bob  and  Cynthia  Chew  as  I  log  Reeves  and  Dave  and  Sarah  Beckley  as  Fence  Viewers.  There 
were  no  objections  to  these  appointments. 
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Moderator  Schotanus,  as  his  last  order  of  business  before  retiring  from  being  Moderator  was  to  turn  over 
the  Bleha  gavel  to  the  Selectmen  so  this  gavel  can  be  presented  to  the  new  Moderator  as  part  of  the  tools 
of  the  trade. 

Selectman  Haddock  stated  that  for  the  past  20  years  Merle  Schotanus  has  served  this  town  extraordinarily 
well  as  Town  Moderator.  It  is  one  of  his  many  contributions  to  Grantham.  He  also  served  14  years  in  the 
NH  State  Assembly  representing  our  town.  Rarely  has  there  been  an  individual  who  has  come  into  town 
and  has  made  such  an  impact  in  the  period  of  time  that  he  has  lived  here.  We  all  wish  Merle  well.  The 
Town  of  Grantham  presented  Moderator  Schotanus  with  a  commemorative  plaque.  Moderator  Schotanus 
gave  an  emotional  thank  you  to  all. 

There  being  no  further  business  or  reports,  Moderator  Schotanus  declared  the  230th  Town  Meeting 
adjourned  at  12:30  pm.

Voted  to  ask  members  of  the  N.H.  Congressional  Delegation  to  support  or  co- 
sponsor  a  resolution  in  the  U.S.  Congress  to:  Request  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  propose  to  the  Soviet  Union  that  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union 
adopt  a  mutual  freeze  on  the  testing,  production,  and  deployment  of  nuclear  weapons 
and  of  missiles  and  new  aircraft  designed  primarily  to  deliver  nuclear  weapons,  with 
verification  safeguards  satisfactory  to  both  countries. 

Voted  to  name  the  new  building  "The  Grantham  Municipal  Building."

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  financial  statements  of  the  governmental  activities,  each  major  fimd  and  the  aggregate  remaining 
fund  information  of  the  Town  of  Grantham  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2006,  which  collectively  comprise  the  Town's  basic 
financial  statements  as  hsted  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management. 
Our  responsibility  is  to  express  opinions  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  fi-ee  of  material 
misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial 
statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentarion.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinions.

In  our  opinion,  because  of  the  effects  of  the  matter  discussed  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do 
not  present  fairly,  in  conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America,  the  fmancial  position 
of  the  goverrmiental  activities  of  the  Town  of  Grantham  as  of  June  30, 2006,  and  the  changes  in  financial  position  thereof  for  the  year 
then  ended. 

In  addition,  in  our  opinion,  the  fmancial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  respective  financial 
position  of  each  major  fimd  and  the  aggregate  remaining  fund  information  of  the  Town  of  Grantham  as  of  June  30,  2006,  and  the 
respective  changes  in  fmancial  position  thereof  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in 
the  United  States  of  America. 

The  management's  discussion  and  analysis  and  budgetary  comparison  information  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  basic  financial 
statements,  but  are  supplementary  information  required  by  accoimting  prmciples  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
We  have  applied  certain  hmited  procedures,  which  consisted  principally  of  inquiries  of  management  regarding  the  methods  of 
measurement  and  presentation  of  the  required  supplementary  information.  However,  we  did  not  audit  the  mformation  and  express  no 
opmion  on  it. 

Our  audit  was  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  forming  opinions  on  the  financial  statements  that  collectively  comprise  the  Town  of 
Grantham's  basic  financial  statements.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  schedules  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  basic  financial  statements.  They  have  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit 
of  the  basic  fmancial  statements,  and  in  our  opinion,  are  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  basic  financial  statements 
take  as  a  whole.

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Management's  Discussion  and  Analysis 

As  management  of  the  Town  of  Grantham  (the  "Town"),  we  offer  the  readers  of  the  Town's  financial 
statements  this  narrative  overview  and  analysis  of  the  financial  activities  of  the  Town  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  2006. 

Financial  EUghlights 

>  The  assets  of  the  Town  exceeded  its  liabilities  at  the  close  of  the  most  recent  year-end  by  $2,766,250 
(net  assets).  Of  this  amount,  $  1 ,880,772  (unrestricted  net  assets)  may  be  used  to  meet  the  Town's 
ongoing  obligations  to  citizens  and  creditors. 

>  The  Town's  total  net  assets  increased  by  $1,039,378. 

>  As  of  the  close  of  the  current  year,  the  Town's  governmental  funds  reported  a  combined  ending  fund 
balance  of  $1,842,667.  Approximately  44%  ($1,278,733)  of  this  total  amount  is  available  for  spending 
at  the  Town's  discretion  (unreserved,  undesignated  fund  balance). 

>  At  the  end  of  the  current  year,  unreserved  fund  balance  for  the  General  Fund  was  $1,149,871.  $22,000 
of  this  balance  was  voted  to  be  used  in  the  2007  budget  year. 

Overview  of  the  Financial  Statements 

This  discussion  and  analysis  is  intended  to  serve  as  an  introduction  to  the  Town's  basic  financial 
statements.  The  Town's  basic  financial  statements  include  three  components:  1)  government-wide 
financial  statements,  2)  fund  financial  statements,  and  3)  notes  to  the  financial  statements.  In  addition  to 
the  basic  financial  statements,  this  report  contains  other  supplementary  information. 

Government-wide  financial  statements 

The  government- wide  financial  statements  provide  a  broad  view  of  the  Town's  finances.  These  statements 
(Statement  of  Net  Assets  and  the  Statement  of  Activities)  provide  both  short-term  and  long-term  information 
about  the  Town's  overall  financial  position.  They  are  prepared  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting, 
which  recognizes  all  revenues  and  expenses  connected  with  the  current  year  even  if  cash  has  not  been 
received  or  paid. 

The  Statement  of  Net  Assets  presents  information  on  all  of  the  Town's  non-fiduciary  assets  and  liabilities, 
with  the  difference  of  the  two  reported  as  net  assets.  Over  time,  increases  or  decreases  in  the  net  assets 
may  serve  as  a  useful  indicator  of  whether  the  fmancial  position  of  the  Town  is  improving  or  deteriorating. 

The  Statement  of  Activities  presents  information  showing  how  the  Town's  net  assets  changed,  during  the 
most  recent  year.  All  changes  in  net  assets  are  reported  as  soon  as  the  underlying  event  occurs,  regardless 
of  the  timing  of  related  cash  flows.  Thus,  revenues  and  expenses  are  reported  in  this  statement  for  some 
items  that  will  not  result  in  cash  flows  until  fiiture  periods  (such  as  uncollected  taxes  and  licenses,  and 
earned,  but  unused  vacation  leave).  This  statement  also  presents  a  comparison  between  direct  expenses  and 
program  revenues  for  each  function  of  the  Town. 

The  Town  participates  in  governmental  activities  and  does  not  currently  participate  in  business  type 
activities.  The  governmental  activities  in  this  section  represent  most  of  the  Town's  basic  services  and  are 
generally  supported  by  taxes,  grants  and  intergovernmental  revenues.  The  governmental  activities  of  the 
town  include  general  government,  public  safety,  highway  and  streets,  sanitation,  water  distribution  and 
treatment,  health,  welfare,  culture  and  recreation,  conservation  and  economic  development. 

The  government- wide  financial  statements  can  be  found  on  pages  9-10  of  this  report. 
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Fund  financial  statements 

A  fund  is  a  group  of  related  accounts  that  is  used  to  maintain  control  over  resources  that  have  been 
segregated  for  specific  activities  or  objectives.  The  Town,  like  other  local  governments,  uses  fund 
accounting  to  ensure  and  demonstrate  compliance  with  finance-related  legal  requirements.  The  fund 
financial  statements  focus  on  the  individual  parts  of  the  Town  government,  and  report  the  Town's 
operations  in  more  detail  than  the  government- wide  statements.  The  Town's  fiinds  are  divided  into  two 
categories:  1)  governmental  and  2)  fiduciary. 

Governmental  funds:  Most  of  the  basic  services  provided  by  the  Town  are  financed  through  governmental 
funds.  Unlike  the  government-wide  financial  statements,  the  govenmiental  fund  financial  statements  focus 
on  near-term  inflows  and  outflows  of  spendable  resources,  as  well  as  on  hand  balances  of  spendable 
resources  available  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Such  information  may  be  useful  in  evaluating  a  government's 
near-term  requirements. 

Because  the  focus  of  governmental  funds  is  narrower  than  that  of  the  government- wide  financial 
statements,  it  is  usefiil  to  compare  the  information  presented  here  with  similar  information  presented  in  the 
government-wide  financial  statements.  By  doing  so,  readers  may  better  understand  the  long-term  impact  of 
the  government's  near-term  financing  decisions.  Both  the  governmental  fund  Balance  Sheet  and  the 
governmental  fund  Statement  of  Revenues,  Expenditures  and  Changes  in  Fund  Balances  provide 
reconciliation  to  the  government-wide  statements  in  order  to  facilitate  this  comparison  between 
governmental  funds  and  governmental  activities. 

The  Town  maintains  nine  individual  government  fiinds.  Information  is  presented  separately  in  the 
Governmental  Fund  Balance  Sheet  and  in  the  Statement  of  Revenues,  Expenditures  and  Changes  in  Fund 
Balances  for  the  General  Fund  and  the  Town  Building  Fund,  each  of  which  are  considered  to  be  a  major 
fund.  The  General  Fund  accounts  for  governmental  service  provided  to  the  Town's  residents.  The  second 
major  fund  is  the  Town  Building  Fund  which  was  established  fi-om  the  bond  proceeds  to  construct  the  new 
town  building.  Data  from  the  other  seven  governmental  funds  are  combined  into  a  single,  aggregated 
presentation  termed  Other  Governmental  Funds. 

The  Town's  governmental  fiind  financial  statements  can  be  found  on  pages  11-14. 

Fiduciary  Funds:  These  funds  are  used  to  account  for  resources  held  for  the  benefits  of  parties  outside  the 
government.  Fiduciary  funds  are  not  reflected  in  the  government-wide  fmancial  statements  because  the 
resources  of  these  funds  are  not  available  to  support  the  Town's  own  programs.  The  basis  of  accounting 
used  for  fiduciary  funds  is  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 

Private-Purpose  Trust  funds  that  account  for  the  activity  of  trust  arrangements  under  which  principal 
and  income  benefit  individuals,  private  organizations,  or  other  governments.  The  Town  uses  these 
types  to  account  for  scholarship  donations. 

Agency  Funds  accounts  for  the  resources  held  in  a  pure  custodial  capacity.  This  account  reports 
information  on  trust  funds  held  by  the  trustees  that  belong  to  other  governments. 

ITie  town's  fiduciary  funds  statements  can  be  found  on  pages  15-16  of  this  report. 

Notes  to  the  financial  statements 

The  notes  provide  additional  information  that  is  essential  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  data  provided  in  the 
government-wide  and  the  fund  financial  statements,  and  are  required  by  accounting  principles  generally 
accepted  in  the  United  States. 
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Required  supplementary  information.  The  basic  financial  statements  and  accompanying  notes  are 
followed  by  a  section  of  required  supplementary  information.  This  section  includes  a  budgetary 
comparison  schedule  for  the  General  Fund. 

Other  supplementary  information.  Other  supplementary  information  includes  combining  financial 
statements  for  non-major  governmental  funds. 

Government-wide  Financial  Analysis 

As  noted  earlier,  net  assets  may  serve  over  time  as  a  useful  indicator  of  a  government's  financial  position. 
In  the  case  of  the  Town,  assets  exceeded  liabilities  by  $2,766,250  as  of  June  30,  2006.

Net  assets 

Investment  in  Capital  Assets:  A  large  portion  of  the  Town's  net  assets  reflects  its  investment  in  capital 
assets  such  as  land,  buildings,  equipment,  and  infrastructure  (roads  and  bridges),  less  any  related 
outstanding  debt  used  to  acquire  those  assets.  The  Town  uses  these  capital  assets  to  provide  services  to  the 
citizens;  consequently,  these  assets  are  not  available  for  fiiture  spending. 

Restricted  Net  Assets:  Two  percent  of  the  Town's  net  assets  represent  resources  that  are  subject  to  external 
restrictions  on  how  they  may  be  used. 

Unrestricted  Net  Assets:  The  Town's  unrestricted  net  assets,  totaling  $1,880,722,  may  be  used  to  meet  the 
Town's  ongoing  obligations.  Intemally  imposed  designations  of  resources  are  not  presented  as  restricted 
net  assets.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Town  was  able  to  report  positive  balances  in  all  three  categories  of 
net  assets.

Financial  Analysis  of  the  Town's  Funds 

As  noted  earlier,  the  Town  uses  fund  accounting  to  ensure  and  demonstrate  compliance  with  finance- 
related  legal  requirements. 

Governmental  Funds 

The  fund  financial  statements  for  the  Town  are  provided  on  pages  11  -  16.  The  focus  of  the  Town's 
governmental  funds  is  to  provide  information  on  near-term  in  flows,  outflows  and  balances  of  spend  able 
resources.  Such  information  is  useful  in  assessing  the  Town's  financing  requirements.  In  particular, 
unreserved  fund  balance  may  serve  as  a  useful  measure  of  a  government's  net  resources  available  for 
spending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  current  year,  the  Town's  governmental  funds  reported  a  combined  ending  fund  balance  of 
$1,842,667,  which  decreased  $264,032  during  the  year.  Of  the  $1,842,667,  $136,753  has  been  designated 
for  specific  use  and  $427,181  has  been  reserved  for  special  purposes.  The  remaining  fund  balance  of 
$1,278,733  is  considered  unrcserved-undesignated  and  is  available  for  spending  at  the  Town's  discretion 
subject  to  budgetary  controls. 
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The  General  Fund  is  the  primary  operating  fund  of  the  Town.  At  the  end  of  the  current  year,  unreserved 
fund  balance  of  the  General  Fund  was  $1,149,871.  As  a  measure  of  the  General  Fund's  liquidity,  it  may  be 
useful  to  compare  both  unreserved  fund  balance  and  total  flind  expenditures.  Unreserved  fund  balance 
represents  39%  of  total  General  Fund  expenditures. 

The  unreserved-undesignated  fund  balance  of  the  Town's  General  Fund  increased  by  $21,167  during  the 
current  year.  Two  key  factors  for  the  increases  are  1)  conservative  spending  at  the  department  levels,  and 
2)  increased  revenues. 

Budgetary  Highlights 

During  the  fiscal  year,  the  original  budget  was  amended  by  various  supplemental  appropriations  and 
appropriation  revisions.  Budget  to  actual  schedule  for  the  General  Fund  is  located  in  the  Required 
Supplementary  Information  section  beginning  on  page  28. 

The  original  estimate  for  ending  unreserved  fund  balance  was  $901,830  and  the  final  figure  was 
$1,149,871;  difference  being  $248,041  more.  The  primary  factor  of  this  increase  is  increased  revenues  and 
conservative  spending. 

Capital  Assets  and  Debt  Administration 

Capital  Assets 

The  Town's  mvestment  in  capital  assets  for  its  governmental  activities  as  of  June  30,  2006  amovmts  to 
$2,132,222  (net  of  accumulated  depreciation).  This  figure  represents  only  those  assets  acquired  with 
currently  outstanding  debt,  and  current- year  additions  have  been  reported.  The  Town  is  in  the  process  of 
inventorying  the  rest  of  its  capital  assets  at  historical  cost  and  the  total  figures  will  be  included  in  the  future. 

The  Selectmen  created  a  Capital  hnprovement  Plan  Committee  to  review  the  town's  long-range  plaiming 
and  will  be  completing  a  report  of  tovra  assets. 

Debt  administration 

The  Town's  long-term  debt  obhgations  are  comprised  of  two  general  obligation  bonds,  one  capital  lease, 
compensated  absences,  which  are  employee  related  benefits  and  accrued  landfill  post  closure  care  costs. 
Additional  information  on  the  debt  can  be  found  in  Note  3-J  in  the  Notes  to  the  Basic  Financial  Statements. 

Economic  Factors  and  the  2006  Budget 

At  the  2005  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  $1,959,927  for  the  2006  operating  budget,  articles 
totahng  $186,400  to  be  funded  fi-om  taxes,  and  two  articles  totahng  $45,000  to  be  funded  fi-om  the  Capital 
Reserve  funds. 

Requests  for  Information 

This  financial  report  is  designed  to  provide  a  general  overview  of  the  Town  of  Grantham's  finances  for  all 
the  citizens,  taxpayers,  customers,  investors  and  creditors.  This  financial  report  seeks  to  demonstrate  the 
Town's  accountability  for  the  money  it  receives.

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Board  of  Selectmen's  Report 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  a  year  ago  we  were  in  the  old  school  house  anxiously  awaiting  the  "Big  Move"  which 
took  place  the  first  week  of  March  2006.  After  so  many  years  of  planning  we  were  finally  in  our  beautiful 
building  and  just  in  time  to  hold  Town  Meeting  in  the  new  facility.  It  was  such  a  pleasure  to  finally  have  our 
meeting  place  where  we  could  accommodate  everyone  interested  in  participating  in  this  very  special  yearly 
local  governmental  event.  The  meeting  room  has  been  used  for  many  functions  throughout  this  first  year  not 
only  for  various  board  meetings  but  community  activities  including  dinners,  the  Library  Book  Sale,  Garden 
Club  Plant  Sale,  Breakfast  with  Santa,  Holiday  Pot  Luck,  just  to  name  a  few.  The  kitchen  has  proven  to  be  a 
great  asset  with  sparkling  new  appliances  and  ample  counter  space.  The  kitchen  is  equipped  with  all  dishes, 
cutlery,  pots  and  pans,  etc.  thanks  to  Sarah  Barton  who  compiled  the  list  and  did  all  the  research  on  this 
project. 

Many  of  the  aforementioned  functions  were  spear-headed  by  Laurie  Field  our  new  Activities  Director.  This 
was  her  first  official  year  in  that  position  and  we  applaud  her  for  a  job  well  done.  Laurie  not  only  plans  and 
coordinates  the  various  community  activities  but  also  exercises  her  creative  talents  to  brighten  the  seasonal 
appearance  of  the  Village.  Her  scarecrows  delighted  everyone  when  they  appeared  one  fall  day  and  we  were 
all  wondering  where  the  "Gingerbread  Man"  would  turn  up  next. 

It  was  brought  to  our  attention  that  Grantham's  Veterans'  Credit  was  far  below  that  which  was  granted  in 
surrounding  towns.  A  lively  debate  ensued  at  Town  Meeting  and  the  good  citizens  of  Grantham  voted  to  raise 
the  credit  from  $50  to  $500.  In  2005  we  had  140  veterans  registered  and  in  2006  that  number  rose  to  152. 
The  dollar  amount  credited  to  the  veterans  went  from  $7,000  to  $76,000.  This  is  a  small  token  of  Grantham's 
appreciation  for  the  service  these  men  and  women  gave  their  country. 

After  several  years  of  discussion  and  working  with  the  NH  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  Upper  Valley 
Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission,  the  Grantham  Park  and  Ride  finally  came  to  fruition  in 
November  2006.  The  Grantham  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  organized  a  formal  ribbon  cutting  ceremony 
along  with  State  Dignitaries  and  refreshments.  It  was  a  great  team  effort.  We  are  so  pleased  to  see  all  the  cars 
parked  there  every  day.  It  certainly  shows  how  much  this  facility  was  needed. 

As  for  the  future,  we  now  have  a  Capital  Improvement  Plan  put  together  by  a  very  industrious  and  diligent 
committee  headed  by  Roger  Woodworth.  The  interaction  between  the  Committee  and  Department  Heads 
produced  a  collaborative  plan  that  will  be  a  valuable  tool  for  developing  yearly  budgets  and  planning  ahead. 
Also,  without  a  Capital  Improvement  Plan  in  place  we  would  not  be  able  to  charge  impact  fees  in  the  future 
should  they  be  warranted. 

We  continue  to  work  on  an  emergency  access  bridge  to  the  school.  Hopefiilly  we  can  erect  a  foot  bridge  on 
the  style  of  the  one  built  by  the  citizens  of  Plainfield  for  a  similar  cost  this  coming  year.  The  larger  bridge  will 
take  more  time  to  come  together  and  we  will  be  applying  for  grants  to  help  defray  the  cost.  In  order  to  apply 
for  some  of  these  grants  we  need  to  have  a  Hazard  Mitigation  Plan  in  place.  Tina  Steams  is  heading  a 
committee  in  conjunction  with  the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission  to  fomiulate  a 
plan.  We  should  have  it  completed  by  the  end  of  March  2007. 

In  May  a  new  Athletic  Field  Committee  was  formed.  Rick  Anderson  became  Chairman  and  his  committee  has 
met  weekly  reviewing  past  proposals  and  searching  out  new  areas  around  town  which  would  be  suitable  for 
developing  a  recreation  area.  Unfortunately,  much  of  the  flat  land  is  located  in  flood  plain  or  wetlands.  We 
have  found  that  when  dealing  with  wetlands,  the  permitting  procedure  with  NH  DES  has  proven  to  be 
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extremely  expensive.  One  can  never  be  assured  after  all  the  surveying,  delineating  and  engineering,  the  permit 
will  be  forthcoming.  This  cost  added  to  the  high  price  of  purchasing  land  and  field  construction  makes  this  a 
major  financial  project.  We  recognize  the  need  for  athletic  fields  and  fully  realize  that  this  committee  has 
gone  "above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty"  in  researching  the  various  possibilities.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
commend  the  present  committee  for  all  their  hard  work  and  commitment  to  this  project.  We  want  the 
community  to  know  that  we  feel  very  confident  that  the  committee  will  persevere  and  Grantham's  "Field  of 
Dreams"'will  become  a  reality. 

As  a  Board,  we  truly  appreciate  the  effort  put  forth  by  our  employees  in  keeping  the  Town  of  Grantham 
operating  smoothly  and  efficiently.  They  are  always  willing  to  go  the  "extra  mile"  when  duty  calls.  We  value 
the  open  communication  and  interaction  with  our  various  departments. 

We  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  worked  so  hard  on  all  the  various  boards  and  committees.  Volunteerism 
is  so  important  in  a  community  and  Grantham  is  fortunate  to  have  such  a  strong  core  of  individuals  who  are 
willing  to  graciously  give  of  their  time  and  talent.   Bravo!

In  2006,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  created  a  statewide  online  registration  system  to  comply  with  the 
Help  America  Vote  Act  of  2004.    In  preparation  for  this  the  Supervisors  with  the  help  of  our  Town 
Clerk  and  her  deputy  had  a  lot  of  work  to  do  on  the  checklist  inputting  certain  information  so  the 
transition  to  the  new  system  would  go  smoothly.  We  also  attended  several  workshops  so  we  would  know 
how  to  use  the  new  system  at  the  polling  place  and  during  our  work  sessions.    Even  though  the  system  is 
online,  we  keep  a  paper  trail  just  in  case.    As  we  all  know  technology  is  great,  when  it  works!    Now  that 
the  system  is  up  and  running  and  we  are  up  to  speed  also,  it  has  proved  to  work  well  and  we  all 
"weathered"  the  test  of  the  recent  primary  and   mid-term  elections  quite  well. 

As  a  result  of  the  new  system,  we  needed  to  purchase  a  lap  top  computer  to  have  with  us  at  the  polling 
place.  To  reduce  the  possibility  of  voter  fraud  every  voter  in  New  Hampshire  gets  their  own  ID  number 
which  stays  with  them  if  they  relocate  elsewhere  in  the  state.  You  do  need  to  register  at  your  new 
location  however.    You  may  have  noticed  at  the  last  election  we  hired  Ballot  Clerks  for  checking  voters 
in  at  the  polls.  This  is  mandated  by  state  law  and  because  New  Hampshire  has  same  day  registration  two 
of  us  were  kept  very  busy  just  registering  new  voters.  The  Ballot  Clerks  really  help  to  keep  the  lines 
down  and  the  process  moving.    2006  was  a  challenging  and  busy  year  for  the  Supervisors,  as  a  result  of 
new  rules  and  responsibilities,  but  we  encourage  you  to  keep  us  busy  by  registering  and  voting!  You  can 
register  with  the  Town  Clerk  or  her  deputy  anytime  the  office  is  open  and  additionally,  when  the 
Supervisors  hold  their  state  mandated  sessions  which  are  advertised  in  the  Kearsarge  Shopper  and  at 
the  post  office  and  the  library.

Cemetery  Trustees  Dennis  Howard,  Warren  Kimball,  Arnold  (Andy)  Anderson  and  Thomas  (Ed)  Buckman 
[elected  to  replace  retiring  Trustee  Dennis  Howard  at  the  March  2006  Town  Meeting],  held  two  meeting 
between  July  1,  2005  and  June  30,  2006.  The  first  meeting  on  November  15,  2005  included  Warren  Legacy, 
Sexton.  The  second  meeting  on  September  18,  2006  welcomed  Ed  as  Trustee. 

Warren  Kimball  continues  to  serve  as  Chairman  and  Connie  Howard  volunteers  as  clerk  for  the  Trustees.  The 
position  of  bookkeeper  has  been  eliminated  with  the  funds  being  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  any 
fixture  expenses  will  be  disbursed  through  the  Cemetery  Budget. 

The  Cemetery  Trustees,  with  the  help  of  Sarah  Barton  and  Clerk  Connie  Howard,  calculated  the  maintenance 
costs  and  submitted  information  to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  for  withdrawals  from  the  Perpetual  Care  and 
Maintenance  Trust  Funds  in  the  amount  of  $1,387.37.  This  was  disbursed  to  the  General  Fund.  Cemetery 
Maintenance  costs  increased  in  2006.  Interest  income  in  the  Maintenance  Trust  Fund  also  increased  with 
improving  interest  rates  and  added  funds  from  Cemetery  Lot  sales. 

The  two  "Warrens"  work  together  to  locate  the  correct  gravesites  for  burials.  A  new  record  form  for 
documenting  burial  location  has  been  developed  to  make  the  Sexton's  work  easier.  Cemetery  Lot  purchasers 
are  reminded  to  place  their  Deed  with  other  important  papers  to  have  them  readily  available  when  a  burial  is 
needed.  This  helps  to  verify  the  location.  The  Town  Office  or  Cemetery  Clerk  can  provide  a  copy  if  one  is 
lost. 

The  Trustees  are  investigating  area  cemetery  plot  prices  and  other  fees  to  determine  if  our  fee  schedule  is  in 
keeping  with  surrounding  towns. 

The  Trustees  are  represented  on  the  Capital  Improvement  Plan  committee  to  provide  long-term  needs  for 
cemetery  development  such  as  a  water  supply  for  volunteers  caring  for  plants,  columbarium  style  structure  for 
cremation  burials  and  layout  of  additional  gravesites. 

We  encourage  hunters  and  hikers  to  report  any  needs  for  attention  in  our  oldest  cemeteries  ~  specifically. 
Mountain,  Leavitt  and  Fisher  Cemeteries.  Work  teams  will  be  scheduled  in  the  Spring  2007.

It  will  still  be  a  town  building  and  the  town  will  help  with  utility  bills  and  insurance  and  will  allow  limited 
remodeling  changes.  We  are  thankful  to  architect  Tom  Vogel  for  his  volunteer  advice  about  layout  of  the 
Archives  and  other  changes. 

We  were  worried  about  getting  furniture  and  other  equipment,  but  two  lucky  breaks  solved  the  problem.  Joe 
Forest  and  his  parents,  Pete  and  Phyllis,  donated  a  large  wooden  display  fixture  and  a  very  large  round  table, 
leather-covered  which  was  cleaned  and  renovated  by  Bob  and  Cathy  Champagne.  Then  Lea  Frey  learned  from 
Postmistress  O'Brien  that  New  Jersey  Machine  Company  in  Lebanon  was  giving  away  office  furniture.  Lea 
visited  the  firm  and  advised  collecting  the  goods.  Bert  Smith,  Fred  Curtis,  Mort  Shea  and  1  went  to  the  place 
and  collected  several  filing  cabinets,  35  chairs  of  various  types,  a  large  map  case  plus  glass  display  case  and  a 
wooden  conference  table. 

History  is  ongoing.  We  want  to  make  our  building  a  place  where  folks  can  learn  about  the  past  in  Grantham 
and  the  present  and  try  to  predict  the  future.  We  would  like  photos  (which  we  can  scan  and  return  to  you), 
artifacts  and  personal  stories  from  local  people  whether  you  have  been  here  generations  or  just  arrived.

For  2007,  we  hope  to  have  a  walking  tour  of  the  village  and  possibly  another  bus  tour.  We  are  open  every 
Friday  afternoon  from  1-4  PM.Our  next  regular  meetings  are  March  17  at  1:00  PM  (joint  meeting  with  the 
library)  and  April  21  at  1:00  PM.  All  will  take  place  at  the  Historical  Society.    Our  Annual  meeting  is 
Thursday  night,  May  10  at  6:00  PM  and  will  be  a  potluck  supper  followed  by  a  program.  All  are 
welcome.

Grantham  Town  Archives:  34  Dunbar  Hill  Road 

The  Town  of  Grantham  Archives  is  currently  in  a  transition  mode  as  it  expands  and  remodels  to  provide 
more  resources  to  visitors  wishing  to  research  the  town's  history.  The  Grantham  Archives  still  is  located  in 
the  old  Grantham  Village  "Hollow"  School  on  Dunbar  Hill  Road,  now  vacated  by  the  Administration  Staff 
who  moved  to  the  new  Municipal  Building  in  April  2006.    While  the  remodel  is  underway  the  Grantham 
Archives  remain  open  on  Fridays  during  the  hours  of  1  to  4  pm. 

The  Grantham  Archives  are  being  remodeled  for  better  public  access  to  source  material,  materials  storage, 
and  adherence  to  climate  and  humidity  controls.    Designed  b  y  volunteer  architect,  Tom  Vogel,  the  Town 
Archives  will  enhance  visitors'  research  experience  by  providing  work  areas  equipped  with  computers, 
scarmers  and  video  viewing.  Another  special  place  is  designed  to  stored  the  thirteen  recently  preserved 
volumes  that  include  town  inventories,  journals,  deeds,  financial  and  tax  records  dating  from  the  1 800's  to 
early  1900's.    The  public  had  its  first  peak  at  these  books  when  they  were  on  display  at  the  Open  House  of 
the  Municipal  Building  on  July  1 . 

Cataloguing  the  town's  photographs  was  the  other  major  project  that  began  last  year.    As  with  other 
material,  they  are  available  for  the  public's  perusal.    If  anyone  has  town  related  photographs,  the 
Grantham  Archives  would  be  delighted  and  honored  to  store  and  maintain  them  for  every  one  to  enjoy.

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Road  Agent's  Report 

The  winter  of  2005/2006  was  another  mild  one  although  it  tlid  seem  to 
snow  mostly  on  the  weekends  and  holidays.  As  I  write  this  report  in 
January',  last  Saturday  topped  70  degrees!  If  the  winter  of  05/06  was 
mild,  then  you  might  consider  the  winter  of  06/07  downright  tropical.  It 
seems  hke  we  have  had  nine  months  of  mud  season.  Jeff  and  I  have  had 
a  difficult  time  keeping  the  gravel  roads  in  decent  shape. 

Dunbar  tiill  Road  was  paved  with  a  two-inch  base  and  will  be  overlaid 
with  another  inch  in  July  2007.  We  also  prepared  and  widened  Howe  Hill 
Road  for  an  asphalt  overlay  that  was  done  in  August.  We  were  able  to 
pave  an  additional  400  feet  to  reach  the  top  of  the  hUl  with  the  money 
that  was  appropriated,  a  more  advantageous  place  to  stop  the  pavement 
from  a  maintenance  point  of  view. 

One  of  our  main  projects  during  the  summer  of  '06  was  ditching  and 
graveling  New  -Mdrich  Road,  as  well  as  reshaping  and  cleaning  up  the 
ditch  lines.  The  task  was  complete  when  we  resloped,  seeded  and 
mulched  the  embankments.  We  also  ditched  and  graveled  Chester  Road, 
Olde  Farms  Road  and  Haystack  Road.  We  spread  crushed  gravel  on 
portions  of  almost  every  road  in  town,  usucilly  in  conjunction  with  our 
road  maintenance  and  summer  grading  program. 

This  year  we  also  completed  the  spring  cleaning  and  weekly  maintenance 
of  aU  the  cemeteries  in  town.  I  feel  we  did  a  good  job  and  1  hope 
everyone  was  happy  with  the  appearance  of  the  cemeteries  this  summer. 
It  afforded  Jeff  and  me  a  nice  change  of  pace  from  road  work. 


Well  I  guess  if  you've  read  this  far,  you're  about  ready  for  a  nap. 
Truthfully,  I'm  feeUng  a  little  sleepy  myself.  So  I  guess  with  Town 
Meeting  and  maple  sugaring  season  just  eiround  the  corner,  we'll  see  you 
in  church.

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Transfer  Station  Report 

Well,  we've  come  to  a  close  of  another  year  here  at  Mount  Trashmore  and  after  a  rocky  start  on  my  part,  we 
have  seen  some  very  positive  changes  in  the  Operations  of  YOUR  Transfer  Station.  Through  the  efforts  of  all 
the  staff",  revenues  coming  in  to  the  General  Fund  through  redemption  and  recycling  have  increased  and  Main 
Stream  Waste  has  dropped.  Not  by  Leaps  and  Bounds  but  progress  is  being  made. 

I  came  to  New  Hampshire  after  relocating  from  California  and  was  welcomed  by  you.  This  simple  act  on  the 
part  of  the  Townsfolk  of  Grantham  made  me  strive  to  make  your  Transfer  Station  a  source  of  pride  and 
convenience.    With  the  EXTREMELY  valuable  help  of  Frank  Chaisson  and  his  knowledge  of  Waste 
Management,  1  was  able  to  become  more  than  "just  a  truck  driver".  I  was  able  to  become  the  Station's 
Supervisor.  This  next  fiscal  year  and  with  your  approval,  I  hope  to  see  even  more  changes  to  the  way 
Grantham  disposes  of  its  trash. 

Many  people  throughout  this  past  year  have  asked  me  "Are  we  saving  money  with  the  truck  and  hauling  our 
own  containers?"  We  have  given  the  answer  to  the  positive.  Gone  are  the  days  of  the  "Walk  In"  containers 
and  folks  having  to  throw  their  rubbish  "Over  the  side"  into  an  open  top  container.  We  have  sought  out  new 
vendors  to  increase  revenue  from  recycling.  We  have  increased  revenue  from  redemption.  Just  in  plastics 
alone  with  the  current  program,  we  have  eliminated  approximately  1.25  tons  from  the  Main  Stream  per  month. 
The  mixed  metal  container  is  bringing  in  more  due  to  our  affiliation  with  the  Northeast  Recovery  and 
Recycling  Association.  Even  the  steel  cans  that  you  folks  sort  out  will  be  bringing  in  more  revenue.  The  Staff 
has  also  implemented  an  "E  Waste"  program  that  not  only  puts  us  in  compliance  with  State  but  also  Federal 
regulations. 

The  Staff  of  the  Transfer  Station,  Frank  Chaisson,  Ray  Hamilton,  myself  and  our  volunteer,  Donald  Barton  are 
looking  forward  to  the  future  with  hope  and  optimism  and  through  ALL  of  YOUR  efforts,  we  hope  to  fiarther 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  station.  We  welcome  all  and  strive  to  treat  ALL  with  respect,  courtesy  and 
friendliness.  Please  feel  free  to  call  the  station  with  any  question  and  someone  will  give  you  the  answers  you 
need  and  remember,  RECYCLING  PAYS!

Over  the  course  of  this  last  year,  a  great  deal  of  activity  has  once  again  taken  place.  The  following  is  offered  so  that  you 
will  have  an  understanding  as  to  the  amount  of  trash  that  we  generate,  what  is  happening  relative  to  how  we  can  expect 
to  dispose  of  our  trash  in  the  future,  and  the  status  of  the  NHA'TSWP  /  SCRRDD. 

In  2006,  we  sent  1270  tons  of  trash  to  the  incinerator  in  Claremont.  That  was  a  1%  decrease  over  2005  and  in  line  with 
the  other  NH  member  cormnunities.  With  out  a  doubt  the  community's  strong  support,  of  our  recycling  program,  was  the 
primary  reason  for  this  fine  showing.  This  program  not  only  generates  significant  monies  from  its  resale  of  recycled 
materials  but  it  also  saves  approx..  $1 10.00  for  each  ton  that  was  not  sent  to  the  incinerator.  You  also  need  to  be  aware 
that  your  continuing  efforts  in  recycling  have  a  very  positive  effect  on  the  overall  cost  of  trash  disposal  in  our 
community  and  that  it  helps  to  control  our  town  operating  budget. 

The  Project  has  divested  itself  of  both  the  Property  at  the  Incinerator  and  the  closed  Landfill  in  Newport  .  It  has  also 
voted  to  disband  after  7/1/07  and  will  do  so  as  quickly  as  all  business  and  other  open  issues  have  been  resolved.  Any 
financial  assets  that  remain,  will  be  distributed  to  the  NH  &  VT  Districts  in  direct  proportion  to  their  use  of  the 
Incinerator  for  the  final  1 1  years.  The  SDRRDD  has  voted  to  use  the  same  method  of  distribution  for  their  remaining 
funds  at  an  appropriate  time. 

The  SCRRDD  representatives  have  voted  ,by  a  2/3  majority  of  the  member  communities,  to  also  disband.  However  the 
By-Laws  of  the  District  require  that  such  action  must  be  confirmed,  by  2/3  of  those  present  and  voting,  in  all  15  of  the 
member  communities  before  it  can  be  done.  To  this  end  there  is  a  Warrant  Article  included  on  this  year's  ballot  to  seek 
your  concurrence  for  such  action.  There  is  also  an  additional  Warrant  Article,  that  would  allow  Grantham,  to  withdraw 
from  the  District  if  a  2/3  vote  of  all  the  member  communities  is  not  obtained.  This  could  only  happen  after  all  financial 
and  legal  obligations  were  met.   1  would  also  like  to  suggest  to  you  that  there  is  no  obvious  benefit  for  the  town  to 
remain  a  District  member  going  forward. 

Over  the  past  year,  considerable  activity  has  taken  place  to  assure  that  we  have  an  acceptable  way  for  the  disposal  of  our 
trash.   We  participated  with  five  other  communities  to  identify  as  many  opportunities  for  disposal  that  we  could  identify. 
We  also  pursued  what  the  effect  of  offering  collective  tonnage  might  offer  in  obtaining  the  lowest  cost.  This  effort 
showed  that  there  was  no  value  in  having  a  larger  amount  of  trash  and  that  each  town  had  unique  conditions  that 
could/would  be  beneficial  to  them  alone.  There  is  currently  an  effort  to  finalize  a  solution  that  would  be  in  Grantham's 
best  interest.  At  this  writing,  we  are  down  to  two  possibilities,  each  with  their  own  issues,  and  hopefully  we  will  be  able 
to  advise  you  of  a  recommendation  at  Town  Meeting. 

It  will  be  in  our  interest  to  continue  to  improve  our  efforts  in  recycling  to  both  control  our  costs  and  to  meet  the  NHDES 
goal  of  40%.  This  more  than  likely  means  that  our  Selectmen  will  have  to  strongly  consider  making  recycling 
mandatory,  not  just  for  those  of  us  that  go  to  Mt.  Trashmore,  but  to  all  of  us  in  our  community.  It  will  also  mean  that  we 
will  have  to  be  in  a  position  to  verify  the  total  amount  of  materials  that  we  remove  from  our  waste  stream,  with  a  much 
higher  degree  of  accuracy  as  to  what  it  is  that  we  removed. 

Should  you  have  any  questions  please  bring  them  to  Town  Meeting  where  there  will  be  an  opportunity  to  have  them 
addressed.

The  Grantham  Police  Department  is  a  constantly  growing  and  changing  department.  Our 
growth  and  change  are  controlled  by,  population  growth  and  legislative  change. 

The  citizens  of  Grantham  gave  me  information  on  what  they  would  like  in  their  Police  Department.  Twenty- 
four  hours  seven  days  a  week  protection  is  still  the  biggest  request. 

When  I  was  hired  nineteen  years  ago,  people  wanted  to  know  how  long  it  would  be  before  we  had  twenty-four 
hour  coverage.  Well  it  has  come  to  the  time  when  we  need  twenty-four  hour  coverage.  Now  do  I  think  it  will 
be  this  year?  No.  But  1  do  feel  that  if  we  don't  keep  working  toward  that  we  will  be  letting  the  town  down.  I 
believe  that  the  town  officials  have  a  responsibility  to  protect  the  citizens  of  Grantham.  They  also  have  a 
responsibility  to  supply  the  town  employees  with  a  wholesome  working  environment,  quality  equipment  and 
the  best  training  available. 

Now  that  the  Police  Department  knows  what  the  citizens  want,  the  department  must  provide  the  best  quality 
law  enforcement  possible.  Most  people  don't  have  the  time  or  the  interest  to  see  what  a  police  department 
does.  We  Serve  and  Protect.  The  Police  Department  investigates  crimes,  prosecutes  criminals  and  patrols  the 
roadways  of  Grantham.  We  respond  to  ambulance  calls  and  we  are  often  the  only  emergency  service 
available.  We  respond  to  fires  and  assist  with  traffic  control.  We  control  traffic  and  patrol  as  a  deterrent  for 
criminals  looking  for  an  easy  target.  We  check  homes  when  you  are  on  vacation  or  away  on  business  trips.  We 
check  homes  for  crimes  or  environmental  problems  like  frozen  pipes  or  wind  and  storm  damage.  Each  year  we 
assume  more  and  more  responsibility,  from  checking  more  homes  to  patrolling  the  new  businesses  or  the  new 
commuter  Park  and  Ride  lot.  Our  job  is  a  manpower-demanding  program.  Citizens  want  police  officers  to 
respond  and  help  them  through  whatever  problem  may  arise. 

Law  Enforcement  must  be  progressive.  We  need  to  work  within  the  community  and  with  it's  citizens.  Citizens 
of  all  ages.  From  helping  senior  citizens  with  medical  problems  to  working  with  our  children  in  our  school 
system  with  the  DARE  program  and  School  Resource  information. 

The  Grantham  Police  Department  is  proud,  professional  and  pleased  to  be  such  a  vital  part  of  this  wonderful 
community.

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Capital  Improvement  Program  Committee 

At  the  2006  town  meeting,  voters  authorized  the  establishment  of  a  Capital  Improvement  Program  (C.I. P.). 
The  CIP  identifies  "large  scale  capital  expenditure  projects"  and  their  costs  over  successive  six  year  budget 
cycles.  Grantham  has  defined  "large  scale  capital  expenditures  projects"  as  those  costs  at  least  $5,000  with 
a  useful  life  of  at  least  three  years. 

The  CIP  is  an  important  part  of  Grantham's  planning  process;  it  facilitates  budget  development, 
coordinates  infrastructure  improvements  and  serves  as  the  statutory  basis  for  assessment  of  impact  fees  for 
new  development.  It  is  an  advisory  tool  for  the  selectmen  to  use  in  determining  the  annual  expenditures 
that  will  be  presented  to  the  voters  for  approval. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  CIP  committee  in  July,  2006.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  named  the 
following  residents  to  serve  on  the  CIP  Committee:

The  CIP  Committee  has  worked  with  the  town's  department  heads  to  identify  appropriate  projects,  their 
costs  and  the  budget  year(s)  in  which  the  expenditures  will  occur.  A  CIP  report  is  prepared  each  year  for 
presentation  to  the  selectmen.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  public  hearing  on  the  CIP  report  will  be  scheduled 
each  year  before  the  annual  town  meeting. 

Capital  Improvements  Program:  674:6  Purpose  and  Description.  -  Tlie  capital  improvements  program  s/iall  classify  projects 
according  to  the  urgency  and  need  for  realization  and  sliall  recommend  a  time  sequence  for  tlieir  implementation.  Tfie  program 
may  also  contain  the  estimated  cost  of  each  project  and  indicate  probable  operating  and  maintenance  costs  and  probable 
revenues,  if  any,  as  well  as  existing  sources  of  funds  or  the  need  for  additional  sources  of  funds  for  the  implementation  and 
operation  of  each  project.  The  program  shall  be  based  on  information  submitted  by  the  departments  and  agencies  of  the 
municipality  and  shall  take  into  accoimt  public  facility  needs  indicated  by  the  prospective  development  shown  in  the  master  plan 
of  the  municipality  or  as  permitted  by  other  municipal  land  use  controls.  Source.  1983.  447:1,  ejf.  Jan.  1,  1984.

95  Building  Permits  were  issued  for  the  year  2006  which  represents  about  a  50%  reduction 
over  the  previous  year.  New  homes  (23)  and  additions  (25)  accounted  for  the  bulk  of  the 
permits  with  garages  (10),  sheds  (21)  and  other  improvements  (16)  accounting  for  the  rest. 
Once  again,  aU  homeowners  are  urged  to  display  prominent  street  number  signs  that  are 
observable  from  the  roads.  Besides  being  a  helpful  safety/emergency  item.  Town  ordinances 
require  them.

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Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment 

The  past  fiscal  year  the  Zoning  Board  of  adjustment  reviewed  four 
applications,  submitted  seven  amendments  or  additions  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  and  addressed  the  Home  Business  issue. 

Two  of  the  four  applications  involved  reducing  the  property  line 
setback  requirements  and  were  approved.  An  application  to  replace  an 
existing,  "'grandfathered"  business  with  a  different  type  of  business 
located  in  a  rural/residential  district  was  approved.  The  fourth 
~;         application  was  for  additional  signage  at  a  local  business  well  beyond 
Jf  that  permitted  by  the  Ordinance  and  was  denied. 

Seven  amendments/new  articles  were  drafted  for  presentation  to  the 
Planning  Board  and  were  subsequently  approved  at  the  2006  Town 
Meeting.  Four  basically  added  wording  to  existing  Articles:  change  the 
Flood  Plain  Conservation  District  Article  as  mandated  by  FEMA:  update  penalt)'  fees  under  the  Administration 
and  Enforcement  Article:  include  a  procedure  to  retain  consultants  under  the  Administration  and  Enforcement 
Article;  and  make  reference  to  updated  regulations  in  the  Shoreline  Protection  Act. 

New  Articles  based  on  recommendations  in  the  Town's  recent  Master  Plan  included:  the  collection  of  impact 
fees  to  alleviate  the  effects  of  increased  development  (to  be  administered  by  the  Planning  Board  after  a  Capital 
Improvement  Plan  is  approved  by  the  Town);  the  establishment  of  a  rural/residential  district  restricted  to  five- 
acre  lot  sizes  rather  than  a  one-acre  lot  size  in  three  remote  areas  of  Grantham;  and  the  creation  of  a  complete 
Article  covering  Cluster  Residential  Development. 

The  Home  Business  issue  by  the  Zoning  Board  continued  through  the  summer  into  the  2007  Fiscal  Year. 
During  this  period  the  parameters  and  limitations  of  a  home  business  were  expanded  and  more  clearly  defined. 

As  always,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my  fellow  Board  members  for  their  conscientious  and 
diligent  efforts  in  undertaking  the  work  of  the  Zoning  Board.  All  of  us  are  especially  indebted  to  Sarah  Barton 
who  handles  all  of  our  administrative  matters  so  smoothly.

Town  of  Grantham  New  Hampshire  Annual  Report  2006 

Conservation  Commission 

The  pace  of  activity  within  the  Grantham  Conservation  Commission  has  quickened  considerably  this  year. 
Starting  with  the  impetus  of  the  Town  Master  plan  adopted  in  September  2005  and  continuing  with  the  Annual 
Town  meeting  voting  to  use  all  funds  collected  by  the  town  from  the  "Current  Use"  taxes  for  conservation,  the 
Commission  has  received  a  clear  signal.  That  signal  means  the  town  people  have  a  strong  desire  to  conserve 
the  town's  undeveloped  lands.  To  that  end.  several  actions  are  underway  to  address  identify,  prioritize  and 
conserve.    The  first  of  these  actions  has  been  a  contract  with  The  Ecosystem  Management  Company  of  New 
London,  NH  to  prepare  a  Forest  Management  plan  for  the  433  acres  owned  by  the  Town  of  Grantham.  This 
plan  will  address  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Environmental  Service  requirement  for  a  plan 
covering  the  55acre  parcel  managed  by  the  Commission  as  well  as  provide  an  update  to  the  long  outdated  plan 
prepared  in  1991.    A  second  action  was  geared  toward  applying  for  a  grant  to  study  and  catalog  the  town  wide 
natural  aesthetic  or  ecological  resources  as  an  aid  to  the  Commission's  conservation  efforts.  We  are  currently 
awaiting  the  resuhs  of  the  application  review  process  at  State  level.  Both  actions  will  enhance  the 
Commission's  database  of  information  geared  to  the  conservation  and  ultimately,  management  of  the 
conserved  lands. 

Since  the  end  of  work  on  1-89  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Rest  Area,  a  significant  increase  in  siltation  and  aquatic 
weed  has  been  noted  in  Stocker  Pond.  The  source  of  this  appears  to  be  the  result  of  increased  runoff  from  I- 
89.  The  Stocker  Pond  Association  had  been  very  active  in  monitoring  the  ponds  health  and  has  identified  a 
plan  of  action  to  reduce  the  problems.    The  Grantham  Conservation  Commission  has  strongly  supported  their 
action  both  through  actions  and  financially. 

Although  the  Perambulation  of  the  Tovra's  boundaries  started  in  2005,  several  markers  were  not  found  during 
the  2005  efforts.  Most  notably  the  remaining  markers  were  within  Corbin  Park.  In  late  April  members  of  the 
Commission  in  conjunction  with  their  Plainfield  counterpart  made  two  trips  into  the  Park.  The  first  trip 
validated  the  counter  marker  for  the  towns  of  Croydon,  Grantham  and  Plainfield  previously  found  but 
unwitnessed  by  Plainfield.  The  second  trip  found  an  in-line  maker  missed  by  the  first  trip.  A  key  comer 
marker  remains  missing.  The  last  time  this  maker  was  seen  was  in  the  months  before  the  1953  Grantham 
Mountain  fire.    The  maker  will  need  to  be  found  or  reestablished  since  it  is  a  key  comer  marker.  The 
Commission  plans  addition  effort  on  this  task  come  Spring. 

The  Commission  has  been  working  with  the  Eastman  Community  Association  to  conserve  a  critical  wetland 
area  known  as  the  Frog  Pond  that  contains  1 1  acres.  Part  of  the  area  will  be  retained  by  Eastman  as  a  stump 
dump.  The  majority  of  the  land  will  be  placed  under  conservation  easement  much  to  the  joy  of  the  numerous 
frogs  that  inhabit  the  area.  Moose  and  deer  also  call  this  area  home. 

The  Grantham  Conservation  Commission  has  added  one  new  member.  Merle  Schotanus.  Merle's  experience 
and  knowledge  in  the  conservation  area  will  be  invaluable  to  the  Commission  in  the  coming  years. 
As  always  the  Commission  has  been  active  in  the  protection  of  the  town's  wetlands  and  shoreline  around  the 
six  public  waters,  namely  Eastman  Lake,  Anderson  Pond,  Butternut  Pond,  Stocker  Pond,  Miller  Pond  and 
Leavitt  Pond..  Where  possible  we  have  worked  with  property  owners  to  correct  noted  deficiencies.  Otherwise 
the  problems  were  referred  to  DES  for  their  review.

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The  Ausbon  Sargent  Land  Preservation  Trust 

For  nearly  20  years  the  Ausbon  Sargent  Land  Preservation  Trust  (ASLPT)  has  been  a  leader  in  the 
conservation  of  our  natural  resources  in  the  Mt.  Kearsarge/Lake  Sunapee  Region.  This  non-profit,  citizen- 
based  group's  mission  is  to  protect  the  rural  landscape  of  this  region. 

Operated  by  a  volunteer  Board  of  thirteen  Trustees,  the  ASLPT  has  grown  from  an  all  volunteer  organization 
with  an  initial  charter  membership  of  475  into  an  organization  of  over  1,100  memberships  with  a  full-time 
executive  director,  a  full-time  land  protection  specialists  and  three  part-time  office  assistants.  We  are  pleased 
to  have  75+  volunteers  providing  year-round  support  for  easement  monitoring,  committee  assignments  and 
clerical  work.   Since  our  founding  in  1987,  the  ASLPT  has  completed  86  projects  and  protected  a  total  of 
4,613  acres.  All  projects  must  provide  for  some  public  benefit  and  two  thirds  of  our  properties  offer  public 
access. 

Many  of  our  members  are  involved  in  our  events,  are  easement  monitors,  volunteer  to  assist  with  office  work, 
organize  fund  raising  events  and  serve  on  various  committees.   We  are  especially  thankful  for  their  support 
and  the  countless  hours  that  they  give  us  during  the  year.  Our  members  are  the  lifeblood  of  the  ASLPT  and  if 
you  are  not  already  a  member,  1  urge  you  to  become  one. 

Land  conservation  is  a  partnership  and  often  times  will  involve  not  only  the  landowner  and  ASLPT,  but  other 
conservation  organizations  and  local  conservation  commissions.   It  has  been  a  year  and  a  half  since  the 
ASLPT  welcomed  Beth  McGuinn  as  our  fiaUtime  Land  Protection  Specialist.  When  we  hired  Beth,  we  had  a 
backlog  of  projects,  and  although  more  land  is  being  protected,  we  continue  to  have  a  growing  backlog.   In 
order  to  continue  our  work,  we  must  count  on  the  financial  support  of  members  and  friends  with  the  intention 
of  hiring  a  second  Land  Protection  Specialist  in  2009. 

In  order  to  reach  this  goal,  this  spring  we  have  initiated  the  Annual  Preservation  Fund.  This  appeal  along  with 
your  annual  membership  renewal  inthe  fall  will  be  the  only  times  we  ask  for  funds  each  year.  Wliile  annual 
memberships  are  the  base  of  support  for  the  ASLPT,  they  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  growing  demands  for 
land  conservation  in  our  region.

In  2006,  the  board  said  farewell  and  thanks  for  their  years  of  work  on  behalf  of  the  Library  to  four  of  our 
members,  as  we  welcomed  four  new  faces!  Due  to  the  retirement  of  John  Trethaway  and  Patrick  O'Bryan  and 
the  resignation  of  Hope  Miller  and  Donald  Kreis.  the  board  was  left  with  only  one  trustee  from  the  previous 
board.  Donna  Stamper.    The  voters  elected  Don  Noordsy  and  Judith  Danzoll  on  town  meeting  day.    These 
three  trustees  then  appointed  with  the  selectmen's  approval,  Joy  Lamont  and  Phyliss  Katz  from  the  ballot 
roster  to  fill  in,  for  a  period  of  one  year,  the  two  vacancies  created  by  the  resignations.    We  are  dedicated  to 
nurturing  the  library  with  enthusiasm  and  fiscal  responsibility.    Donna  Stamper  accepted  the  election  to  the 
Chair.  Don  Noordsy  was  elected  Treasurer,  Joy  Lamont  was  elected  Secretary,  Judith  Danzoll  was  elected 
Corresponding  Secretary  and  Phyliss  Katz  was  elected  Alternate  Chair.    Our  meetings  are  once  a  month  at 
7PM  at  the  Library  on  the  4th  Thursday  (except  in  Dec.  on  the  2nd  Thursday  and  no  meeting  in  July  and 
November).    The  public  is  welcome  and  invited! 

This  past  year,  while  maintaining  the  historical  appearance  of  the  original  portion  of  the  library,  we  undertook 
the  much  needed  replacement  of  the  widow's  walk  on  the  roof  of  the  original  building.    Also  with  the  impetus 
from  the  Capitol  Improvement  Projects  Committee,  we  are  hoping  to  replace  the  large  double  hung    windows 
in  the  original  portion  of  the  building  pending  approval  by  the  Selectmen.  We  will  be  looking  to  improve  our 
environmental  footprint,  since  these  days  fuel  bills  are  such  that  energy  efficient  improvements  are  worth  the 
investment  in  the  long  run.  Although  we  are  already  facing  some  space  constraint  issues,  in  the  longer  term  we 
see  the  need  to  begin  to  plan  ahead  for  a  future  library  expansion  as  our  town  population  grows  and  the  patron 
base  of  both  children  and  adults  increases,  and  more  and  different  demands  are  placed  on  library  services  and 
programs. 

In  2007,  the  trustees  are  planning  to  sponsor  two  adult  book  discussions  led  by  local  scholars,  through  the 
New  Hampshire  Humanities  Council,  to  run  during  July  and  August  along  with  the  Children's  Summer 
Reading  program.  These  will  be  open  to  the  public  and  free.  Look  for  more  information  on  this  event  and 
advertising  in  the  Spring.

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Dunbar  Free  Library 

The  year  of  2005-2006  was  filled  with  activity  at  Dunbar  Free  library.   We  had  guidance  in  making  the  most 
of  digital  photography  from  two  expert  sources,  one  our  own  Paula  Dorr,  and  we  had  a  poetry  reading  from 
our  own  Joel  Ash.  The  year's  activities  started  as  always  with  the  Summer  Reading  Program  (SRP)  led  by 
Tim  Crawford.  Using  the  theme  Camp  Wannaread  there  were  weekly  events  and  crafts.  Who  can  forget  the 
moose  and  the  raccoon  overseeing  our  circulation  desk?  Entertaining  us  as  well  were  "Partners  in  Rhyme" 
which  was  funded  by  a  state  grant,  and  Steve  Blunt,  children's  singer/songwriter  who  had  us  all  humming 
"Hello,  Mudder,  hello  Fadder,  I've  been  reading  Harry  Potter!"  Grantham  has  grown  so  that  FY  2006  saw  the 
inauguration  of  2  preschool  story-times  a  week  since  just  one  was  becoming  crowded.  For  older  children 
there  was  an  evening  holiday  story-time  and  craft,  a  multi-craft  Valentine  activity  event,  bracelet  making 
during  February  break,  and  candle-making  during  April  break. 

Our  hours  have  remained  unchanged,  open  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.;  Monday 
and  Wednesday  evenings  from  6:30  to  8:30  p.m.;  Friday  9  a.m.  to  noon;  and  Saturday  from  9  a.m.  to  2  p.m., 
closed  on  Tuesdays  and  Sundays,  for  a  total  of  36  hours  open.  At  the  conclusion  of  FY  2006,  the  library  had 
1,929  registered  borrowers.  This  was  a  decrease  from  FY  2005,  as  we  removed  patrons  who  have  left  the  area. 
At  the  same  time,  non-resident  borrowers  increased  from  32  to  37. 

Some  policy  changes  went  into  effect  on  July  1^^  2005.  The  circulation  period  for  most  materials  went  from 
2  weeks  to  3.  We  still  have  a  grace  period,  but  at  the  end  of  that  time,  the  fines  have  also  increased — from  10 
cents  to  20  cents  a  day.  This  change  led  to  some  controversy  but  according  to  a  survey  we  conducted  this  past 
April,  with  285  returns,  75%  either  approve  the  change  or  hadn't  noticed. 
Other  results  of  the  survey: 

Some  of  you  were  enthused  at  the  possibility  of  aduh  activities  to  go  along  with  the  summer  reading 
program  for  kids,  so  keep  your  eyes  peeled  this  summer  for  book  discussion  groups  with 
knowledgeable  visiting  discussion  leaders  sponsored  by  the  trustees. 

We're  back  to  giving  "timely  reminders"  of  overdues.  which  some  of  you  had  missed. 

There  is  a  more  distinct  designation  on  the  new  book  shelves  between  NEW  and  NEW  TO  US. 
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One  repeated  request  was  more  books  on  CD:  be  on  the  lookout  for  our  membership  in  the  state's 
downloadable  audio-book  program.  You  can  bum  many  of  the  titles  available  to  CD  on  your  computer 
and  keep  them  for  as  long  as  you  like — they're  yours! 

Many  of  you  cited  the  copier  as  one  of  our  treasured  features,  so  be  aware  that  come  this  December  we'll  be 
switching  to  one  that  makes  color  copies  AND  won't  require  the  manual  re-feeding  of  paper  to  make  double- 
sided  copies,  it  will  do  it  AUTOMATICALLY!!! 

"Thanks  for  the  opportunity  afforded  to  reply  to  the  survey-  it  is  nice  to  know  that  the  staff  cares  to  hear  what 
we  think"  was  the  last  comment  transcribed.  Please,  tell  us  anything,  we  want  to  know  what  you  think  all  the 
time,  not  just  when  we  hand  out  surveys! 

Circulation  remained  mostly  level,  down  a  mere  1  %  with  44,986  items  being  borrowed  in  FY  2006.  This 
minor  downturn  was  no  doubt  due  to  the  change  in  circulation  period  meaning  fewer  renewals.  Between  July 
2005  and  June  2006,  25,861  people  visited  the  library.  In  FY  2006,  26,846  adult  items  (an  increase  of  3%)  and 
18,518  children's  items,  with  an  additional  528  young  adult  items  were  checked  out  of  the  library.  In  the  rare 
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instance  that  what  you  wanted  wasn't  available  at  Dunbar,  or  when  multiple  copies  were  needed  for  our 
book  groups,  we  (mostly  Joey)  managed  to  get  you  601  items  from  other  libraries,  and  other  libraries 
borrowed  644  items  from  us!  (That's  called  being  a  net  lender  and  that's  good!) 

The  collection  of  items  in  the  library  grows  and  changes  every  year.  In  FY  2006.  1685  books,  182  videos 
(both  VHS  and  DVD),  and  23 1  audio  books  (both  cassette  and  CD)  were  added  to  the  collection.  As  items 
are  added  we  also  need  to  remove  items  from  the  collection.  Weeding  of  unused  and  outdated  materials 
occurs  on  a  regular  basis.  The  total  collection  numbered  22,492  at  the  end  of  FY  2006. 

During  the  FY  2006  the  public  computer  terminals  remained  popular.  The  computers  were  used  1,112 
times  this  year  that  we  recorded.  The  addition  of  wireless  access  in  February  of  2006  means  people  can 
use  the  system  even  in  the  parking  lot,  so  I've  no  doubt  our  actual  usage  by  the  community  was  somewhat 
higher.

The  library  had  over  40  volunteers  who  generously  gave  their  time  during  this  FY.  Volunteers  work  the 
circulation  desk,  prepare  materials  for  circulation,  shelve,  and  repair  materials.  Volunteers  also  contribute 
to  programs,  process  the  magazines,  and  tend  the  gardens.  The  exhibits  in  the  display  case  and  artwork 
from  the  Artists  in  the  Bam  are  always  proudly  displayed,  thanks  to  volunteers  and  the  community 
members  who  contribute  those  items.  Volunteers  are  the  backbone  of  this  organization:  giving  time, 
energy,  advice  and  support.  We  couldn't  do  what  we  do  without  them,  or  without  the  Friends... 

The  Friends  of  the  Dunbar  Library  continue  to  contribute  to  the  library  in  numerous  ways.  This  year's 
ftindraisers  included  a  cookie  walk,  a  letter  campaign  and  selling  library  logo  mugs  and  tote  bags.  Among 
the  items  the  Friends  purchased  this  year  were  passes  to  the  Currier  Museum  of  Art.  the  Mount  Kearsarge 
Indian  Museum,  and  the  Christa  McAuliflfe  Planetarium.  Don't  forget  you  can  use  these  passes  to  attend 
these  museums,  in  most  cases,  free  of  charge!   The  Friends  regularly  support  special  programs  and  add  to 
the  DVD  collection,  while  continuing  to  sponsor  all  children's  programs  and  the  children's  Give-A-Book 
program.  Their  annual  meeting  was  a  talk  by  George  Demko  on  Russian  itinerant  painters.  Many  Friends 
participated  in  the  theatrical  production  "Off-Off-OflF  Broadway"  which  donated  a  portion  of  its  proceeds 
to  the  Library.  Please  respond  generously  to  your  Friends'  appeal  letter. 

Volunteers  are  the  backbone,  but  the  staff  is  the  heart  and  soul.  Joey.  Bobbi.  and  Sandy  make  everyone 
feel  welcome,  and  guide  and  assist  with  a  patron's  every  need.  And  in  May  we  took  Katrina  McCurley  on 
board  as  our  new  Children's  Assistant.  This  has  already  led  to  more  crafts  with  every  story-time  (another 
comment/request  from  the  survey).

Beginning  in  November  2005  and  continuing  through  2006.  Grantham  officials  have  been  working  to 
complete  a  public  health  emergency  preparedness  plan.  There  are  a  total  of  19  plarming  regions  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  and  Grantham  is  a  part  of  District  4,  which  includes  the  Towns  of  Canaan,  Cornish, 
Dorchester,  Enfield,  Grafton,  Hanover,  Lebanon,  Lyme,  Orange,  Orford,  Piermont  and  Plainfield.  For  all  13 
towns,  the  planning  groups  are  made  up  of  health  care  professionals  and  local  emergency  management 
personnel.  One  of  our  first  tasks  was  to  formulate  a  Prophylaxis  Pod  Plan  (PPP)  to  deal  with  the  event  of  the 
Avian  Flu.  Since  then  the  name  PPP  has  been  changed  to  All  Hazards  Health  Emergency  Plan. 

hi  June  2006,  District  4  decided  to  hire  a  consultant  to  formulate  our  plan  using  a  $35,000  grant  from  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.  All  13  towns  signed  a  memorandum  of  understanding  that  was  approved  by  the  state. 
Eventually,  we  selected  Lori  Dacier,  Executive  Director  of  the  Mascoma  Valley  Health  Initiative  as  our 
consultant.  As  of  this  writing  (January  07),  Grantham  has  completed  the  second  draft  of  our  plan,  the  final  to 
be  presented  to  the  state  for  their  approval  by  February  2007. 

Also  in  June  2006, 1  began  working  with  the  Sullivan  County  Citizen  Corps.  Area  residents  can  volunteer  to 
take  an  active  part  in  the  event  of  a  crisis.  This  will  aid  emergency  management  personnel  with  informed  and 
trained  volunteers  to  assist  in  the  set-up  and  operation  of  the  Emergency  Operations  Center  located  at  the 
Tovsn  Hall.  After  a  very  small  response  from  Grantham  residents  following  my  request  for  volunteers  in  the 
Fall  06  newsletter,  I  am  still  encouraged  as  this  is  a  starting  point.  Hopefully,  other  residents  will  come 
forward  so  we  can  begin  the  training  and  certification  process  for  personal  and  public  safety. 

In  September  2006,  we  conducted  our  first  off  site  evacuation  of  Grantham  Village  School.  All  250  students 
and  school  personnel  safely  and  successfully  walked  to  the  Town  Hall.  In  addition  to  emergency  management 
planning  with  school  officials,  there  have  been  numerous  meetings  regarding  the  proposed  footbridge  and 
emergency  access  bridge. 

Grantham  is  working  on  a  hazard  mitigation  plan  and  I  am  in  the  process  of  updating  the  Emergency 
Management  Plan  which  was  last  revised  in  March  2004.  My  State  of  NH  field  representative  Pete  Petschick 
was  replaced  by  Jeremy  LaPlante  whom  I  met  with  in  September  2006. 

In  December,  Grantham  mailed  an  Emergency  Preparedness  brochure  to  all  residents.  I  hope  you  find  this 
informative  and  helpful  when  planning  ahead  for  an  emergency.  2007  looks  to  be  a  busy  year  and  I  look 
forward  to  being  your  EMD.  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  staff  and  Board  of  Selectmen  for  all  their  assistance 
over  the  past  year.  I  wish  to  especially  thank  Police  Chief  Russ  Lary  for  all  he  has  done  to  accommodate  me 
and  my  needs  as  Grantham  EMD,  from  giving  me  an  office  in  the  new  police  department  to  the  accessibility 
and  ease  of  use  of  radio  equipment  that  is  so  crucial  to  my  job  as  EMD.  The  knowledge  and  experience  Russ 
has  gained  during  his  20  years  as  Grantham's  Chief  of  Police  continues  to  deserve  my  respect.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Ranger 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  work  collaboratively  to 
reduce  the  risk  and  frequency  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  please  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or 
Fire  Department  to  detemime  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Under  State  law  (RSA  227-L;17)  a  fire  permit  is 
required  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental 
Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household  waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DES  at  1- 
S00-498-686S  or  www.des-State.nKus  for  more  infomiation.  Safe  open  burning  requires  diligence  and  responsibility.  Help  us  to  protect 
New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  For  more  information  please  contact  the  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  at  (6(J3)  271-2214,  or  online  at 
www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire  activity  was  very  high  during  the  first  several  weeks  of  the  2006  fire  season,  with  red-fiag  conditions  issued  by  the  National  Weather 
Service  and  extreme  fire  danger  in  many  sections  of  the  state.  The  largest  forest  fire  during  this  period  occurred  m  late  .Apnl  and  burned 
9S  acres.  The  extremely  dr^'  conditions  in  spring  resulted  in  over  twice  the  amount  of  acreage  burned  than  in  all  of  2005.  Our  statewide 
system  of  fire  lookout  towers  is  credited  with  keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  several  structures  this  season  due  to  their  quick  and 
accurate  spotting  capabilities.  Fires  m  the  wildland  urban  interface  damaged  6  structures,  a  constant  remmder  that  forest  fires  bum  more 
than  jtLst  trees.  Homeowners  should  take  measures  to  prevent  a  wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their  home.  Precautions  mclude  keepmg 
your  roof  and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine  needles,  and  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  your  home  free  of  flammable 
materials  Additional  information  and  homeowner  recommendations  are  available  at  www.firewise.org.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your 
local  fire  department  and  the  state's  Forest  Rangers  by  bemg  fire  wise  and  fire  safe! 

2006  FIRE  STATISTICS

When  you  speak  to  patients'  families,  no  matter  what  the  age,  the  desire  to  have  the  family  unit  together  with 
the  support  of  community  friends  and  neighbors  is  key  to  their  sense  of  well-being.  The  number  one 
need/ concern  of  seniors  according  to  a  2003  AARP  study  is  how  to  live  in  their  own  home  and  their  own 
community  for  as  long  as  possible.  Eighty-three  percent  want  to  stay  in  their  existing  home  as  long  as  possible 
and  recognize  that  they  may  need  to  make  some  changes  in  order  to  do  so. 

The  population  in  New  Hampshire  is  expected  to  grow  29%  between  now  and  2020.  The  NH  population  65 
years  and  over  will  grow  177%  from  163,615  to  332, 178  during  that  time.  Friends  and  family  members 
provide  eighty  percent  of  all  long  term  care  at  home. 

All  of  these  changes  will  have  substantial  impact  on  our  community  in  terms  of  needed  social  and  economic 
resources.  A  vital  community  depends  on  a  variety  of  resources  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  residents.  Town 
leadership  depends  on  the  quality  and  commitment  of  community-based  organizations  to  support  physical, 
emotional,  social  and  financial  "health"  in  the  town. 

Since  its  founding  in  1970,  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  has  evolved  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community.  Our 
mission  is  to  provide  home  health,  hospice,  personal  support,  health  promotion  and  other  non-medical 
services  that  encourage  independence  and  preserve  dignity  for  people  of  all  ages.  This  year  was  no  exception. 

Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  invested  in  education  to  ensure  competency  of  staff  in  pediatrics,  hospice  and 
palliative  care,  wound  care  and  more.  A  number  of  staff  became  certified  in  specialty  areas  in  order  to  ensure 
that  the  latest  advances  in  health  care  are  available  to  you  at  home.  We  continue  to  acquire  the  necessary 

medical  and  information  technology  to  support  excellence  in  care.  LSRVNA  consistently  ranks  above  the  95*" 
percentile  in  patient  satisfaction,  and  meets  or  exceeds  state  and  national  standards  for  patient  outcomes.  In 
October  2006,  Outcome  Concept  Systems  ranked  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  in  the  top  25%  of  home  care 
agencies  nationally  based  on  publicly  available  data. 

When  you  choose  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  for  your  home  health  and  hospice  care,  you  can  feel  comfortable 
knowing  that  among  the  more  than  120  staff  and  70  active  volunteers,  many  are  your  neighbors  and  friends 
who  stand  ready  to  care  for  you  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week.

"The  aides  were  so  capable  and  loviiuj  that  my  wife  felt  like  they  were  a  part  of  the 
family.  Finally,  hospice  care  became  a  reality.  Hospice  "made  it  possible  for  my  wife  to  be  comfortable  at  home 
surrounded  hij  our  fdmiiij." 

Ihink  oj  the  ijouncj  ((iiiplf  lirinc/inci  lionic  their  first  horn  in/ant  who  needed  to  he  elosely  monitored  for  iwwhorn 
jouiidiee  mill  hi-eiilhiiui  issues.  "l/riiK/iiK/  home  our  newborn  was  excitinii  and  orerwhelmiiui.'  The  Lake  Sunapee 
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Region  VNA  nurse  came  to  our  home  several  times  to  check  on  our  son's  feeding,  weight,  breathing  and  on  my 
progress. ..all  in  the  comfort  of  our  own  living  room.  The  care  we  received  made  the  transition  from  hospital  to  our 
home  much  more  manageable." 

Think  of  the  teenager  whose  life  changed  forever  when  he  was  struck  by  an  automobile  and  sustained  life 
threatening  injuries.  The  family  was  insistent  on  bringing  their  child  home  rather  than  having  him  enter  a  rehab 

facility.  Unable  to  walk,  speak,  eat,  or  use  his  arms,  this  child  needed  nursing  care,  physical  and  occupational 
therapy.  His  parents  believe  that  their  son  is  doing  well-  or  better-  at  home  than  he  could  ever  have  done  in  a 

facility  away  from  the  support  of  his  family,  friends  and  community.  Miracles  do  happen! 

The  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  volunteer  Board  of  Trustees  and  staff  plans  for  the  future  using 
information  gathered  from  all  of  you  in  the  community.  As  we  look  to  that  future,  we  are  grateful  for  the 
support  of  our  member  towns,  businesses,  service  organizations  and  individuals  who  value  our  work  and 
our  mission.  Our  planning  focuses  on  achieving  operating  efficiencies,  expanding  revenues  sources,  and 
collaborating  with  local  and  regional  organizations  to  implement  programs  and  services  that  will  support 
town  residents;  in  short,  to  help  strengthen  the  rich  tapestry  of  services  and  support  that  makes  your 
community  special  to  you. 

More  than  425  residents  of  Grantham  utilized  home  care  services  and  programs  through  Lake  Sunapee 
Region  VNA  during  the  past  year.  Home  care  was  provided  for  48  residents.  Five  residents  and  their 
families  received  199  days  of  hospice,  volunteer  support  and  bereavement  care.  Long-term  care  and 
personal  care  support  services  helped  5  patients  remain  at  home.  Lifeline  and  home  telemedicine  services 
monitored  25  residents  during  the  year  to  keep  them  safe  at  home.  More  than  350  residents  used  our 
many  community  health  services  including  support  groups  for  adults  and  children,  foot  care,  blood 
pressure  and  immunization  clinics.  Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  care  for  residents  of  the  Grantham 
community.  We  renew  our  commitment  to  you  to  provide  the  quality  home  health  and  hospice  services 
you  expect  with  the  caring,  respect  and  compassion  you  deserve.

Grantham  continues  to  be  an  active  member  of  the  Coalition  Communities  comprised  of  34  towns  across 
the  State.  This  group  has  fought  since  1999  against  the  Statewide  Property  Tax,  Donor  towns  and  worked 
to  persuade  the  Legislature  to  adopt  targeted  aid  -  helping  towns  that  need  it  rather  than  sending  education 
money  to  every  community,  no  matter  how  wealthy. 

The  tax  is  now  relatively  low  and  the  un-equalized  rate  is  scheduled  to  drop  from  $2.51  to  $2.24  per 
$1,000  in  FY08.  Towns  like  ours  that  raise  more  under  the  Statewide  Property  Tax  than  we  need  under  the 
education  funding  formula  are  allowed  to  keep  the  excess  if  it  is  spent  on  education  locally. 

The  Coalition  is  closely  monitoring  the  new  Legislature  in  the  wake  of  the  NH  Supreme  Court's  September 
ruling  that  declared  unconstitutional  part  of  the  current  education  funding  formula  on  grounds  it  fails  to 
define  and  "adequate  education."  The  Court  set  a  June  30,  2006,  deadline  for  the  Legislature  to  define 
adequacy.   However,  it  delayed  ruling  on  the  formula  itself  which  creates  some  uncertainty  for  our 

finiincial  planning.

During  calendar  year  2006  to  date,  214  Sullivan  County  youth  and  their  families  have  been  served  in  the 
Department's  programs. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  Diversion  Program  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  clients  who  have 
participated  in  the  program  are  much  less  likely  to  re-offend  or  commit  subsequent  offenses.  The 
recidivism  (or  re-offend)  rates  for  2002  graduates  of  the  Diversion  Program  is  an  astounding  2%;  that 
means  98%  of  the  2002  graduates  of  the  Diversion  Program  have  not  re-offended.  Preliminary  data 
collected  for  recidivism  rates  for  2003  graduates  of  the  Diversion  Program  is  13%;  accordingly,  87%  of 
the  2003  graduates  have  not  re-offended.  The  recidivism  rate  for  2004  graduates  is  1%.

December  31^*  of  the  year  2006  marks  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  year  the  Kearsarge  Area  Council  on  Aging 
has  been  serving  those  people  55  and  over  in  Andover,  Danbuty,  Grantham,  Newbury,  New  London,  Sunapee, 
Springfield.  Sutton  and  Wilmot. 

As  we  have  aged,  so  we  have  grown,  until  in  2006  our  membership  passed  the  2500  mark.  Many  well- 
organized  and  dedicated  volunteers.  225  in  number  carry  out  the  numerous  programs  and  services  which 
enhance  the  quality  of  life  of  so  many  of  our  area  seniors.  Thus  our  motto:  PEOPLE  HELPING  PEOPLE. 
COA  has  never  charged  any  fees  for  membership  or  participation  in  its  programs  and  activities — with  the 
exception  of  trips,  which  are  offered  at  cost.  COA  has  neither  asked  for  nor  received  federal  or  state  fiinds  to 
defray  its  operating  expenses.   We  are  most  grateful  for  the  annual  appropriations  from  each  of  the  nine  towns 
we  serve.  The  balance  of  our  operating  expenses  is  covered  by  donations  from  individuals  and  businesses  that 
recognize  the  continuously  growing  need  for  the  services  we  offer.  We  are  especially  grateful  this  year  to 
Mascoma  Bank  Foundation  and  Hannafords  for  grants  to  enable  special  projects.  COA  is  proud  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  consistently  operated  on  a  "bare-bones"  budget.  Our  paid  staff  continues  to  consist  of  a  full  time 
Executive  Director  and  a  part-time  Administrative  Assistant. 

COA  sincerely  believes  that  area  seniors  reap  many  benefits  from  the  towns'  annual  appropriations.  Not  only 
do  they  benefit  from  participation  in  and  use  of  our  services  and  activities,  but  also  younger  residents,  as  well 
as  those  from  away,  find  it  helpful  to  have  these  available  to  their  elders  who  live  here.  Participation  in 
activities  outside  oneself  is  well  known  to  benefit  seniors  mentally  as  well  as  physically.  COA  volunteers 
provide  area  residents  55  and  older  with  free  door-to-door  transportation  for  hospital  and  doctor  appointments 
(locally,  as  well  as  to  White  River  Junction,  Lebanon  and  Concord),  for  grocery  shopping  and  other  activities. 
These  trips  totaled  60,000  miles  in  2006  and  we  expect  these  numbers  will  increase  with  the  continuing 
growth  of  the  senior  population  (commonly  known  as  the  rise  of  the  "baby  boomers."  and  of  course  their 
parents!)  in  the  areas  we  serve.   (Further,  recognize  that  COA  drivers  are  seniors  themselves,  and  there  is 
ah\a}'S  a  need  for  new  volunteer  drivers  to  insure  that  everyone  who  needs  a  ride  gets  one.) 

COA  is  grateful  to  all  of  its  supporters  -  towns,  individuals  and  businesses  and  is  always  open  to  suggestions 
for  new  programs.   We  also  cooperate  and  work  together  with  all  of  the  other  service  organizations  in  the  area 
to  achieve  a  better  quality  of  life  for  all  seniors.

I  am  so  pleased  to  serve  you  as  your  State  Senator,  and  I  write  to  report  from  the  New  Hampshire  Senate  on 
important  state  issues  affecting  you,  as  residents  of  Grantham. 

Last  session,  1  concentrated  on  several  key  issues  important  to  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire:  among  them  were 
expanding  fuel  assistance  for  citizens  struggling  with  skyrocketing  heating  costs;  improving  access  to  affordable 
housing;  healthcare  and  prescription  access  for  New  Hampshire  individuals  and  children;  strengthening  state 
ethics  laws;  enhancing  consumer  protections  for  our  residents,  especially  those  who  prey  on  the  vulnerable 
citizens;  strengthening  protection  for  New  Hampshire's  children  against  sexual  predators;  safeguarding 
homeowner  and  landowner  rights  relating  to  Eminent  Domain;  and  protecting  privacy  and  voter  protection  rights 
for  New  Hampshire's  residents.  1  have  also  fought  to  maintain  state  aid  to  towns. 

In  the  upcoming  year  of  the  current  biennium,  the  Town  of  Grantham  will  receive  $1,241,225^  in  state  education 
funding.  Education  grants  made  up  $1,191,747  of  this  total.  The  remaining  balance  of  state  aid  consists  of 
$43,500  in  building  aid,  and  45,978  in  special  education  aid. 

In  addition  to  these  different  forms  of  state  aid  for  education,  Grantham  will  receive  distribution  of  the  $86,513 
from  the  Rooms  and  Meals  Tax,  as  well  as  $12,535  for  landfill  closure,  $50,584  for  Highway  Block  Grants,  and 
$10,843  for  Revenue  Sharing. 

As  a  member  of  Senate  Public  and  Municipal  Affairs  Committee,  Transportation  and  Interstate  Cooperation 
Committee,  and  Chairman  of  both  Election  Law  and  Internal  Affairs  Committee,  and  the  Executive  Departments 
and  Administration  Committee,  1  will  be  very  busy.  I  would  be  happy  to  hear  from  you  on  any  issues  of  concern 
you  may  have.  This  session,  I  will  be  concentrating  on  new  issues  important  to  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire: 
like  increasing  the  minimum  wage,  protecting  New  Hampshire  citizen's  health  by  supporting  the  smoking  ban 
in  restaurants  and  bars;  increasing  health  care  access  and  internet  safety  for  children;  protecting  New 
Hampshire's  special  places  and  open  spaces  by  increasing  funding  of  the  Land  and  Heritage  Investment 
Program;  supporting  a  permanent  ban  on  the  burning  of  Construction  and  demolition  debris;  and  supporting  the 
Governor's  initiative  to  reduce  the  dropout  rate  in  our  high  schools.

Approved  Rules  for  2006 
Grantham  School  District  Meeting 

1.  No  article  may  be  brought  up  for  reconsideration  unless  it  is  brought  up  immediately  after  the  vote  has 
been  determined  and  announced. 

2.  Passing  over  an  article  is  not  in  the  spirit  of  the  meeting  and  will  be  ruled  out  of  order. 

3.  Registered  voters  will  be  seated  on  the  main  floor  and  in  the  center  of  the  bleachers.  Nonvoters  will  be 
seated  in  side  sections  of  the  bleachers.  Nonvoters  who  are  not  officers  of  the  school  district  may  be 
allowed  to  address  the  meeting  only  if  the  meeting  votes  to  permit  it. 

4.  Whenever  a  voter  wished  to  speak,  he  or  she  will  address  the  moderator  and  identify  herself  or  himself. 

5.  The  moderator  will  conduct  a  secret  "yes-no"  ballot  when  five  voters  make  a  written  request  prior  to  voice 
or  division  vote  on  any  article  open  for  discussion.  (RSA  41 :4a) 

6.  The  moderator  will  take  a  secret  "yes-no"  ballot  when  seven  or  more  voters  question  any  nonballot  vote 
immediately  after  the  vote  is  declared,  and  before  any  other  business  is  conducted.  (RSA  40:4b) 

7.  All  proposed  amendments  to  articles  will  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  moderator  prior  to  vote  of  the 
amendment.

Dear  Grantham  Residents: 

As  the  second  year  of  my  tenure  as  superintendent  of  the  Grantham  School  District  draws  to  a  close,  I  have 
informed  the  School  Board  that  I  will  be  resigning  the  position  on  June  30,  2007  for  a  warmer  climate!  I  have 
enjoyed  the  time  that  I  have  been  in  Grantham. 

GRANTHAM  SCHOOL  BOARD  -  Grantham  voters  elected  two  new  school  board  members  in  March. 
Leslie  Brown  and  Laurie  Hanks  replaced  Maureen  Ransom  and  Jean  Liepold.  Maureen  and  Jean  served  the 
community  well  during  their  tenures  and  their  expertise  is  missed.  Leslie  and  Laurie  are  both  active  members 
and  bring  their  own  expertise  to  the  Board  as  the  elected  representatives.  Fred  Vogt  resigned  from  the  Board 
and  moved  to  Kerrville,  Texas  with  his  wife  Phyllis.  The  Board  appointed  Cindy  O'Brien  to  fill  the  vacancy 
left  by  Fred.  The  appointment  was  for  one  year.  At  the  polls  in  March  2007,  that  position  needs  to  be  filled  and 
Larry  Fuller's  3-year  term  expires.  Therefore,  the  voters  will  elect  one  person  for  a  1-year  term  and  one  person 
for  a  3-year  term.  Heather  Grohbrugge  was  elected  treasurer  of  the  District  at  the  March  2006  election.  She 
replaced  Dan  McClory  who  has  given  many  years  of  service  to  the  Grantham  School  District  as  a  Board 
member  and  later  as  treasurer.  Dan's  service  in  both  of  these  roles  is  greatly  appreciated.  When  Piper  Scalabrin 
resigned  as  school  nurse,  the  District  also  lost  a  District  clerk.  Brenda  Molloy  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to 
fill  the  clerk  vacancy  until  the  2007  District  meeting.  A  special  thanks  to  Piper  for  serving  as  clerk  and  to 
Brenda  for  agreeing  to  fill  the  vacancy.  A  District  clerk  also  must  be  elected  in  March  2007. 

The  Board  has  appointed  a  building  committee  with  a  specific  mission  to  conduct  a  capital  needs  assessment 
of  Grantham  Village  School  and  phased  implementation  plan  for  building  renovations  and/or  building 
additions.  The  charges  to  the  committee  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  (1)  school  enrollment  analysis  and 
projections,  (2)  reviews  of  existing  school  facilities,  (3)  development  and  analysis  of  alternatives,  (4) 
assistance  in  keeping  the  public  informed  of  the  project's  progress,  (5)  assistance  in  the  selection  of  an 
architect  and  (6)  preliminary  project  cost  estimates  and  financial  implications  (including  bonding  schedule, 
state  reimbursements  and  likely  tax  rate  impact).  Response  to  an  invitation  to  serve  on  the  committee  resulted 
in  many  qualified  volunteers.  The  Board  appointed  the  following  to  serve  on  the  committee:  John  Clegg,  Tony 
Hanslin,  Bob  McCarthy,  Tanya  Mclntire  and  Andy  Schmidt. 

MISSION  AND  GOALS  -  The  Grantham  School  Board  revisited  the  mission  statement  of  the  Grantham 
School  District  and  adopted  the  following  on  June  7,  2006:  "It  is  the  mission  of  the  Grantham  School  Board 
to  provide  our  community  with  sufficient  educational  resources  to  ensure  our  students  quality  educational 
opportunities." 

With  the  mission  in  mind  the  Board  established  four  goals  this  year.  They  are:  To  create  positive  relationships 
and  communication  with  the  Town  of  Grantham  and  its  agencies.  To  ensure  that  an  articulated  curriculum  is 
in  place  at  Grantham  Village  School.  To  support  individual  improvement  at  all  levels  of  achievement  in 
reading.  To  provide  necessary  services  for  students  with  an  Individual  Educational  Plan  or  a  504  Plan.  All  of 
these  goals  are  in  progress. 
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The  School  District  staff  and  the  Town  of  Grantham  staff  are  fortunate  that  they  maintain  offices  in  the 
same  building.  The  proximity  of  those  offices  makes  it  very  easy  to  meet,  share  concerns  and  develop 
strategies  for  common  problems.  The  Town  of  Grantham  invited  the  School  District  to  be  part  of  a  Capital 
Improvement  Plan.  This  endeavor  helps  both  the  Town  and  the  School  District  to  anticipate  and  plan  for 
capital  improvements,  keeping  all  anticipated  capital  improvements  in  focus  as  voters  are  asked  to  provide 
support.  Tina  Steams,  town  administrator,  Russell  Lary,  police  chief  and  representatives  from  the  fire 
department  serve  on  the  school  safety  committee  that  meets  regularly.  The  police  department  has  a  trained 
DARE  officer  who  will  be  teaching  drug  prevention  and  safety  regulations  at  Grantham  Village  School 
during  the  second  half  of  the  school  year.  I  am  serving  on  a  hazard  mitigation  committee  that  is  meeting 
regularly  to  prepare  a  Hazard  Mitigation  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Grantham.  My  evaluation  of  this  goal  is  that 
the  relationships  are  well  established  and  that  communication  is  very  open  and  effective. 

The  Grantham  Village  School  staff  is  actively  involved  in  revising  and  rewriting  a  curriculum  that  is 
aligned  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Frameworks  and  Grade  Level  Expectations.  The  results  of  New 
England  Common  Assessment  Program  (NECAP)  and  the  results  of  Northwest  Evaluation  Association 
(NWEA)  Measures  of  Academic  Progress  (MAP)  are  tools  that  are  helpful  in  the  preparation  of  curriculum 
and  the  diversification  of  education  for  all  students.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education.  Rhode 
Island  Department  of  Education,  and  Vermont  Department  of  Education  have  developed  a  common  set  of 
Grade-Level  Expectations,  known  as  the  New  England  Common  Assessment  Program  Grade-Level 
Expectations  (NECAP  GLEs),  and  test  specifications  in  Mathematics,  Reading,  and  Writing.  An  annual 
assessment  helps  to  determine  needed  revisions  in  the  curriculum  and  best  instructional  practices  for  the 
instructional  staff  at  GVS  as  they  work  to  accomplish  the  second  Board  goal.  The  NWEA  MAP  is  a 
computerized  achievement  test  that  students  complete  twice  a  year  to  assess  individual  progress  in  math 
and  reading.  This  is  also  used  in  detennining  best  practices  and  curriculum  revisions  for  the  Grantham 
Village  School. 

Nancy  Edgar-Howard's,  reading  specialist,  role  has  been  expanded  this  year.  She  is  actively  involved  in 
supporting  individual  achievement  at  all  levels  in  reading,  whereas,  previously,  she  was  primarily  assigned 
to  Reading  Recovery  that  supported  a  limited  number  of  students.  Additional  reading  instructional  support 
was  made  possible  through  a  Title  1  grant  that  Ms.  Edgar-Howard  was  instrumental  in  obtaining.  Jean 
Akpan,  an  experienced  teacher,  has  joined  the  staff  as  a  part  time  reading  teacher. 

The  administrators  for  Grantham  Village  School  and  the  Grantham  School  District  have  been  meeting  to 
establish  protocol  for  determining  and  providing  special  education  services.  Carol  Kosnitsky  from  Granite 
State  College  has  been  facilitating  meetings  with  administrators  and  special  education  staff  to  ensure  that 
Board  goal  4  is  being  met.  All  lEP's  and  504  plans  are  in  process  of  being  evaluated  to  determine  that 
necessary  services  are  being  provided  for  those  students. 

SAU  75  -  Al  the  SAU  75  office,  an  accounting  software  program  has  been  installed  that  integrates  and 
computerizes  several  functions  that  were  previously  completed  manually  or  by  individual  programs.  The 
program  has  made  it  possible  to  complete  payroll  internally  and  discontinue  a  payroll  service.  This  action 
has  saved  employee  hours  in  the  oftlcc.  The  program  also  allows  seamless  processing  of  purchase  orders 
and  accounts  payable  allowing  potentially  fewer  clerical  input  errors.  Instant  access  to  the  accounting 
process  allows  administrators  to  make  faster  and  belter  informed  budgelai^y  decisions. 

GRANTHAM  VILLAGE  SCHOOL  -  During  the  2006-2007,  there  have  been  a  number  of  changes  at 
Cjranlham  Village  School.  Sue  Jaggard  retired  after  teaching  tlrsl  grade  in  Grantiinm  for  24  years.  Piper 
Scalabrin  resigned  efrective  June  30,  due  to  a  family  relocation.  Both  of  them  left  big  shoes  to  till.  Jennifer 
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Stark  is  now  teaching  grade  1  and  Kristen  LaVanway  is  the  school  nurse.  Jennifer  comes  to  us  as  an 
experienced  early  childhood  educator  and  Kristen  as  a  multi-experienced  nurse.  Christopher  Cassell  was 
hired  as  an  additional  grade  5  teacher.  Christopher's  hiring  eliminated  muhi-grade  classrooms.  There  are 
now  2  classes  for  each  grade  level.  Roger  Dontonville,  physical  education  teacher,  now  teaches  5  days  per 
week  rather  than  four.  This  has  allowed  for  more  daily  organized  physical  activity  for  the  students.  Roger 
continues  to  lead  early  morning  walks  in  the  gym  during  the  winter.  Many  students  and  their  parents 
participate. 

Both  sixth  grades  are  now  taught  in  a  modular  building  located  at  the  front  of  the  school.  Gay  Sabin  and 
Tara  Evans  are  the  two  teachers  who  work  with  29  sixth  graders  in  two  separate  classrooms  in  the 
building.  The  modular  building  allowed  space  for  art  and  music  to  have  dedicated  teaching  space  and  for 
each  of  the  grades  levels  to  have  two  dedicated  sections.  Previously,  art  and  music  were  taught  from 
mobile  teaching  stations  and  space  dictated  multi-grade  classrooms.  More  varied  activities  are  possible 
with  a  dedicated  space. 

DISTRICT  MEETING  AND  VOTING  -  The  Grantham  School  Board  completed  preliminary  discussion 
of  the  2007-2008  budget  requests  in  December  and  have  held  three  informational  meetings  to  date.  The 
official  budget  hearing  will  be  held  on  February  7,  2007  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall.  The  budget  that 
will  be  presented  to  the  voters  on  March  20  will  be  determined  after  input  at  the  budget  hearing. 

Presently,  there  are  5  articles  on  the  School  District  warrant.  Article  1  is  to  hear  the  reports  of  agents, 
committees  and  other  officers;  Article  2  is  to  raise  and  appropriate  funds  for  the  operation  of  schools; 
Article  3  is  to  raise  and  appropriate  fiands  to  be  added  to  the  school  building  fund;  Article  4  is  to  vote  for 
salaries  for  District  School  Board,  officers  and  agents  and  Article  5  is  to  transact  any  other  business.  The 
last  day  for  the  Board  to  accept  petitioned  warrant  articles  is  February  13,  2007.

March  21,  2006 

Moderator  Carl  Hanson  called  the  2006  Grantham  School  District  Meeting  to  order  at  7:03pm^ 

He  began  the  meeting  by  welcoming  the  audience  and  asking  them  to  go  o\er  the  approved  rules 

of  the  meeting  which  are  on  page  1 14  of  the  town  report.  He  next  recognized  Principal  Deb 

Troitier,  and  Fred  Vogt,  Chair  of  the  School  Board.  Mr.  Hanson  asked  Mr.  Vogt  to  introduce  the 

members  of  the  School  Board,  wliich  he  did.  Mr.  Hanson  recognized  our  Superintendent  Johdi 

Moses. 

Article  1.   To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  committees  and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and 

to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Chair  Fred  Vogt  made  the  motion  to  approve  .Article  1  as  written.  Joy  Gobin  seconded. 

The  Motion  was  approved  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  Five  Million,  Six  Thousand,  Six 
Hundred  Twenty  Four  dollars  ($5,006,624)  for  the  support  of  the  school,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  of  School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
said  District,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  state  and  federal  governments,  togetlier  with  other  income,  the 
School  Board  to  certify  to  the  selectman  the  balance  which  is  to  be  raised  by  taxation  by  the 
District,  This  article  includes  the  amounts  described  in  Article  6,  but  does  not  include  funds 
requested  in  any  of  the  other  articles.  The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation. 
Chair  Fred  Vogt  moved  for  Article  2  to  be  accepted.  Cindy  Covcl  seconded. 
.Moderator  Hanson  informed  the  voters  that  there  was  a  request  for  a  secret  Yes/Ko  ballot  to  be 
used  for  this  Article.  He  then  recognized  Chair  Fred  Vogt  to  speak  about  the  .Article.  Fred 
publicly  thitnked  School  Board  members  whose  terms  are  fmishing,  Jean  Liepold  and  Maureen 
Ransom.  He.  as  well,  congratulated  newly  elected  School  Board  members  Laiu-ie  Hanks  and 
Leslie  Brown.  He  then  quickly  summarized  Articles  2  through  7.  Fred  spoke  specifically 
regarding  Article  2.  He  .stated  that  tliis  year's  budget  is  up  332.162  dollars,  up  7, 1  %  over  the 
200.5-2006  budget.  He  explained  the  reasons  for  the  increase.  The  major  reason  for  the  increase 
is  that  the  student  population  is  projected  to  increase  fay  48  students.  This  increase  in 
enrollment  necessitates  two  new  teaching  positions  and  increased  teaching  materials  for  the 
students.  The  additional  classrooms  are  an  85,000  dollar  increase,  the  teacheraide  realignment 
plus  one  day  of  specialist  education  (more  Ph>  sical  Education  time)  is  55,000  dollars  and 
increased  teaching  material  is  5.000  dollars.  Cafeteria  and  janitorial  time  needs  to  be  increased  to 
accommodate  the  number  of  pupils  and  this  cost  is  targeted  at  27.000  dollars.  Major  reductions 
in  the  budget  are  50,000  dollar  reduction  in  Lebanon  .lunior  High  and  High  School  tuition,  due  to 
the  decreased  number  of  students  expected  in  the  .Junior  High.  The  cost  per  student  at  Lebanon 
Junior  High  was  $11,393  for  this  current  school  year,  and  will  be  512,518  this  next  year;  however 
the  .smdent  number  is  going  from  62  to  46.  The  High  School  tuition  was  SIl  .1 74  for  the  present

year  and  will  be  $  il  ,262  this  next  year  with  the  student  population  going  from  1 1 S  Grantham 
saidents  to  124  students    Mr.  \'ogt  explained  that  the  High  School  tuition  is  spread  out  over 
more  students  as  Plainfield  students  do  not  enter  the  Lebanon  system  until  High  school,  as  they 
have  their  own  Jr.  High.  Fred  next  went  o\'er  the  budget  spreadsheets  which  explains  how  the 
monies  are  allocated.  Regular  salaries  account  for  28.70%  of  the  budget  and  secondary  tuition  is 
39.39%  of  the  total  budget.  The  salaries  include  a  3%o  pay  increase  for  teachers  and  a  S6.000 
reading  assessment  program  brought  to  Grantham  by  Superintendent  .lohn  Moses.     The  special 
education  budget  includes  money  for  two  more  special  education  aides  and  the  salaries  and 
benefits  for  1.3  special  education  teachers.  He  stated  that  Grantham  teachers  are  in  the  Highly 
Qualified  categor)'.  and  this  v\ill  save  the  District  money  not  ha\ing  to  raise  them  to  that  level  in 
order  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  Ko  Child  Left  Behind  mandates.  The  reading  assessment 
program  is  unique  in  that  it  gives  teachers  and  students  immediate  feedback  so  that  leaning 
ditTiculties  can  be  addressed  and  remediated.  This  is  different  from  other  assessment  programs 
which  take  months  if  not  longer  to  get  results.  Mr.  Vogt  spoke  of  the  shift  in  demographics 
which  Grantham  is  experiencing.  Mostly  young  families  are  moving  in.  1  le  went  over  a  slide 
which  showed  projected  enrollments  by  grade  as  estimated  by  the  New  England  School 
Development  Council  CNESDEC).  Usually  there  is  a  2%  delta  between  what  NESDEC  projects 
and  actual  numbers;  in  Grantham  the  number  has  historically  been  4%.  The  projected  student 
population  for  the  next  school  year  is  264  students.  The  building  capacity  is  264  students,  thus 
we  will  be  at  our  operational  capacity.  As  well,  students  do  not  come  in  evenly.   Lower  grades 
seem  to  be  heavier  in  number  than  upper,  and  this  creates  needs  for  facilities  and  increased 
faculty.  Two  new  classrooms  are  included  in  this  year's  budget  to  address  short  term  space 
needs.  These  classrooms  will  be  bought  instead  of  rented  as  the  crossover  between  renting  and 
buying  is  three  years,  and  the  idea  is  that  they  will  be  necessary  for  at  least  three  years.  The 
utility  panel  and  water  hookup  are  already  present  on  the  far  end  of  the  building  as  there  were 
temporary  buildings  before  at  Grantham.    There  will  be  a  rest  room  in  the  building  and  Jim 
Palermo  will  be  building  a  portico  to  coimect  the  buildings  with  the  school     The  long  term,  short 
horizon  plan  is  a  building  program.  A  fcasibilit}'  study  has  already  been  done.  The  Board  asked 
the  architect  what  we  can  build  on  our  existing  site.  Architect  Scott  Vaslick  was  accepted  by 
Moderator  Car!  Hanson  as  a  nonresident  to  explain  the  schematic  floor  plan  slide.  He  showed 
the  potential  for  four  new  classrooms  on  the  left  side  of  the  current  school,  as  well  as  the 
conversion  of  the  current  cafeteria  into  a  cla.ssroom.  a  new  larger  cafeteria  on  the  right  side  of  the 
building  as  well  as  six  new  classrooms  on  the  first  floor  and  six  classrooms  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  proposed  plan.   VIr.  Vogt  spoke  of  the  fact  that  there  is  limited  space  now  for  such  things  as 
special  education  and  that  the  cafeteria  is  too  small  to  accommodalc  the  number  of  students  at 
lunch.  Mr.  Vogt  spoke  of  the  next  step  being  the  development  and  presentation  of  a  specific 
building  plan,  with  cost  figures  attached,  to  the  town    The  actual  construction  would  not  be 
started  until  the  next  year,  as  .July  1st  is  the  start  date  for  the  budget.   1  le  emphasized  the  need 
for  organization  now  to  address  the  already  pressing  tlack  of)  space  issues  that  the  school  faces. 
Moderator  Carl  Hanson  opened  the  floor  for  discussion  of  Article  2.  He  recognized  \n  Seidel  to 
speak.  .Mr.  Seidel  spoke  of  the  cost  of  the  budget  being  based  on  proposed  numbers,  not  actual 
numbers.  He  stated  that  he  has  a  problem  with  this  type  of  projection  and  would  like 
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3. 
to  see  something  to  substantiate  these  projections.  He  said  that  there  was  a  poor  choice  made  in 
the  negotiating  contract  with  teachers.  He  stated  that  there  arc  currenth-  13  teachers  and  each 
one  lias  a  paraprotessional.  He  was  wondering  of  another  way  to  utihz.e  tlie  paras.  He  stated 
that  he  was  not  in  favor  or  Article  2  and  he  encouraged  a  no  vote.  Moderator  Carl  Hanson 
recognized  Board  member  Cynthia  Chew.  Mrs.  Chew  stated  that  there  are  currently  only  2 
teachers  with  designated  paraprofessionals.  The  other  paras  are  assigned  to  specific  children. 
There  is  not  one  aide  per  classroom.  Moderator  Hanson  recognized  Paula  Dorr.  Mrs.  Dorr 
asked  if  the  Police  could  work  as  crossing  guards,  instead  of  hiring  someone  as  is  requested  in 
Article  5.  Moderator  Hanson  responded  by  saying  that  Article  5  will  be  addressed  later.  Phil 
Schaefer  was  recognized  and  asked  vvhetlier  there  was  a  fence  around  the  playground.  Fred  Vogt 
responded  that  there  is  not  one  now.  but  a  fence  is  budgeted  in  this  budget.  Mr.  Schaefer  spoke 
of  his  strong  conviction  that  there  should  be  a  fence.  Mr.  Vogt  responded  in  agreement. 
Moderator  Hanson  recognized  Laurie  McClory.  She  spoke  of  the  difficulty  of  having  the  school 
on  town  owTied  land,  and  wondered  whose  responsibility  the  playground  is.  She  asked  if  the 
school  was  going  to  address  the  town  regarding  ownership  of  the  land.  Katrina  McCurley  vvas 
recognized.  She  spoke  of  the  reading  assessment  software  program,  and  said  she  felt  that  it  was 
vague  how  the  money  will  be  spent.   Superintendent  John  Moses  responded  to  her  question.  He 
stated  the  program  is  a  computer  based  program  which  gives  24  hour  feedback  to  teachers  and 
suggestions  for  improvement.  It  is  a  diagnostic  tool  that  can  assist  teachers  by  quickly 
responding  to  needs  of  students.  Susan  Wren  was  recognized  and  asked  if  the  program  will 
replace  any  existing  assessment.  Superintendent  Moses  responded  that  the  assessment  programs 
that  Grantham  currently  has  are  external  diagnostic  programs,  and  the  new  program  is  intentally 
diagnostic.  jModerator  Hanson  recognized  Dan  Clary.  Mr.  Clary  stated  that  he  is  the  assistant 
Principal  of  Belmont  High  School  and  that  he  has  initiated  the  assessment  program  being  spoken 
of  He  spoke  favorably  of  the  program,  stating  that  it  meets  the  need  to  assist  students  now.  He 
stated  that  other  assessments  see  if  the  school  is  doing  well,  not  how  individual  students  are 
doing.  Mr.  Clary  publicly  thanked  Fred  Vogt  for  a  job  well  done  in  explaining  the  budget.  Sue 
Hatrimond  was  recognized.  She  asked  if  there  was  reading  extra  help  in  grades  4  through  6 
included  in  this  budget.  Superintendent  Moses  answered  by  staling  that  the  school  will  apply 
for  Title  1  funding  which  would  provide  money  to  suppoit  reading  instruction.  There  was  no 
other  public  discussion  regarding  .Article  2.  Moderator  Carl  Hanson  next  opened  the  voting  up 
and  gave  instructions  for  handing  in  the  yes/no  ballots.  Moderator  Carl  Hanson,  and  Clerk  Piper 
Scalabrin  counted  the  ballots.  There  were  88  yes  votes  and  21  no  votes  for  a  total  of  109  votes 
cast. 
Article  2  was  adopted  as  written  by  a  majority  vote  of  88  yes  to  21  no. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand 
Dollars  (530,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Special  Education  Expendable  Trust,  established  at  the 
School  District  Meeting  on  March  16.  1999  for  the  purpose  of  providing  special  education 
scr\ices  in  the  District.  The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation. 
Board  member  Cynthia  Chew  made  the  motion  to  adopt  .Article  3  as  written.   Seconded  by 
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4. 
Dick  Denatale. 

Cynthia  Chew  spoke  of  the  potential  for  special  education  placement,  and  said  just  one  child  can 
increase  costs.  She  stated  that  if  the  nione>-  is  not  needed  it  will  not  be  spent.  Currently  there  is 
S4K000  in  the  budget,   [f  this  Article  passes  it  will  put  the  sum  at  .S70.000  in  the  special 
education  budget  to  he  u.sed  for  any  needs  that  arise.  She  added  that  the  District  is  responsible 
for  identitied  children  to  age  21,  not  18.  Moderator  F-Janson  recognized  Pam  Hanson  uho  stated 
that  she  feels  it  is  important  to  recognize  that  special  needs  students  are  as  important  as  all 
students.  She  continued  that  the  District  should  not  consider  them  to  be  a  negative  event.  There 
was  no  other  discussion  regarding  the  Article.    The  .Article  was  called  to  vote. 
Article  3  was  adopted  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  4.  To  sec  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Seventy  Seven  Thousand 
Dollars  (S77,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Grantham  Village  School  Building  Fund,  established  at  the 
School  District  Meeting  on  March  4,  1997  to  be  used  for  anticipated  construction  of  a  school 
building.  The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation. 

Board  member  Larry  Fuller  moved  that  Article  4  be  accepted  as  written.  Warren  Kimball 
seconded. 

Larry  Fuller  spoke  of  the  process  that  he  and  Jean  Liepold  have  been  working  on  to  address  the 
expansion  needs  of  the  school  for  the  last  year.  He  spoke  of  being  empathetic  with  the 
frustration  of  projected  numbers,  but  that  a  recent  fact  is  the  birthrate  of  this  year  being  50% 
higher  than  tliis  year"s  kindergarten  birthrate.  He  stated  that  Grantham  faces  a  dilemma  of  space 
and  space  requirements.  This  year's  solution  is  to  add  relocatable  classrooms.  He  pointed  out 
that  Grantham  will  need  permanent  space  as  well.  We  are  in  a  growth  stage  in  Grantham.  The 
money  in  this  Article  can  be  used  if  money  is  needed  early.  He  stated  that  the  Board  figured  that 
there  will  be  a  need  for  one  additional  classroom  per  year  for  the  next  6  to  7  years.  He  gave  credit 
to  Jean  Liepold  for  construction  methods  tliat  will  enable  more  rapid  building. 
Moderator  Hanson  opened  the  floor  up  for  discussion.   He  recognized  Ann  Seidel  who  asked 
what  happened  to  AM  and  PM  kindergarten.  Larry  Fuller  responded  that  the  Board  fell  thai  it 
was  in  the  best  interest  of  the  students  to  have  all  day  Kindergarten.  Chris  Scalahrin  was 
recognized  and  stated  that  splitting  the  Kindergarten  in  two  classes  might  be  a  quick  fix.  but  will 
not  address  the  long  term  problem.  Board  member  Jean  Liepold  was  recognized.  She  stated  that 
she  was  not  in  favor  of  Article  4.  She  staled  that  since  we  are  spending  money  on  the  modular 
units  this  year,  this  additional  sum  is  putting  too  much  burden  on  the  lax  payers.  Moderator 
Hanson  recognized  Art  Seidel  who  asked  what  the  point  is  of  putting  $77,000  in  this  fund.  He 
.stated  that  it  did  not  make  sense.  Chair  Fred  Vogt  was  recognized  and  stated  that  the  state  pays 
30%  co.st  of  a  new  building.  '1  his  S77.000  will  bring  the  building  fund  up  to  S30l).000.    fhe 
di.scussion  of  a  building  fund  was  debated  two  years  ago.  He  .stated  that  we  cannot  wait  until 
2008-2009  to  begin  the  building  process.  We  need  to  have  design  and  engineering  done  prior  lo 
that  time.  He  continued  that  if  this  Article  is  approved  the  money  will  be  present  to  begin  the 
designing  and  engineering  process  next  year.  Mike  Holdowsky  was  recognized.  He  asked  if  Mr. 
Vogl  was  stating  that  this  money  would  expedite  the  hnikiirig  process  b>  e>ne  \ear    Mr  Vogt 
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responded  Yes  and  No.  Yes.  vv'e  could  use  the  money  for  design.  The  budget  for  each  year  .starts 
July  l.st.  .Mike  Iloldowsk}-  was  again  recognized  and  stated  that  if  the  answer  is  yes.  then 
figuring  in  the  rate  of  inflation  at  6"o  there  would  be  a  S200.000  savings  by  starting  building 
earlier  rather  than  waiting.  Joe  Clark  was  recognized.  He  stated  that  he  was  the  Chairman  of  the 
previous  building  expansion.  Thai  expansion  cost  S860.000  and  thes  had  S  170.000  saved  ahead. 
He  has  plans,  including  aerial  photos  and  notes  from  the  previous  addition.   He  stated  not  to 
underestimate  the  generosity  of  the  town  for  its  students.  There  was  no  more  discussion 
regarding  this  Article.  Moderator  Carl  Hanson  called  the  motion  to  vote. 
The  Article  passed  by  majority  voice  vote. 

Article  5.  To  .see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Ten  Thousand  Dollars 
($10,000)  to  hire  a  crossing  guard  at  the  intersection  of  routes  10  and  114  for  the  school  year 
2006-2007.  The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation. 

Board  member  Maureen  Ransom  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  written. 
Margerj  Bostrom  seconded  the  motion. 

Maureen  Ransom  spoke  of  the  fact  that  children  w^alk  to  and  from  school  and  that  Route  10  is 
ver\'  busy  and  the  need  for  this  safety  measure  was  brought  to  her  attention  by  a  Grandparent 
and  a  parent. 

.Vfoderator  Carl  Hanson  opened  the  floor  up  for  discussion.  He  recognized  Jaime  Hunt.  Mr. 
Hunt  stated  that  his  sons  walk  to  school,  but  that  he  is  opposed  to  Article  5  because  all  of  Rt.  10 
is  dangerous.  He  continued  that  there  should  be  a  bus  stop  in  front  of  his  house.  He  encouraged 
townspeople  to  think  long  term,  and  to  have  pedestrian  flow  relocate  to  tlie  proposed  new  access 
bridge.  He  stated  that  dealing  with  Rt.  114  is  prohibitively  expensive.  He  asked  that  in  this 
small  town  people  could  pick  up  kids  who  they  know  are  walking.  Phil  Schaefer  was  recognized. 
He  stated  that  this  safety  issue  has  not  been  quantified  or  assessed.  He  asked  how  much  this 
w-ould  come  out  per  child,  and  if  there  was  not  room  on  the  busses.  He  continued  that  Jean 
Liepold  was  vital  in  revealing  that  the  busses  are  underutilized.  He  stated  that  he  thought  this 
Article  "'premature"'.  Cynthia  Chew  spoke  of  the  difficult}'-  of  getting  children  to  ride  the  bus. 
Joy  Gobin  was  recogni'/ed  and  stated  that  in  New  London  the  police  do  this  job.  Fred  Vogt  was 
recognized  and  spoke  of  addressing  the  physical  crossing  of  Route  1 14  and  Route  10.  There  are 
no  sidewalks  as  of  now\  He  stated  that  we  have  an  obligation  to  make  sure  that  the  children  cross 
these  roads  safely.  He  spoke  to  the  Selectmen  regarding  the  Police  department  doing  this  job.  He 
was  inlormed  that  the  department  was  not  adequately  manned  for  this  job.  This  job  is  for  two 
people,  one  hour  in  the  am  and  one  hour  in  the  pm.  This  .Article  includes  money  for  training 
these  indi\'iduals  as  well.  These  crossing  guards  would  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Police 
Department.  He  continued  that  Pat  Wells  is  acting  as  a  crossing  guard  for  kids  at  Turtle  Mt.  and 
that  she  could  be  trained  as  well,  l.aura  Weylman  was  recognized  and  asked  if  the  numbers  of 
cliildren  could  be  clarified  and  whether  the  kids  were  elementaiy  or  high  school  kids.  Jaime  Hunt 
was  recognized  and  staled  that  he  is  concerned  with  safcl}-  of  the  kids,  but  that  this  was  not  the 
fix    Laurie  McCToiT  was  recognized  and  made  the  motion  to  table  the  issue  until  the 
numbers  were  assessed.  This  was  seconded  bv  Phil  Schaefer.   Moderator  Carl  Hanson 
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6. 
ruled  that  this  motion  was  out  of  order  as  it  went  against  the  rules  of  the  meeting  found 
on  page  114  of  the  Town  Report.  Laurie  McClon.  moved  the  question.  Vloderator  Hanson 
decided  the  \'ote  would  be  a  hand  \ote.  Pam  Hanson  and  Piper  Scaiabrin  were  asked  to  count 
hands.  There  were  27  votes  for  the  Article  and  62  against  it  tor  a  total  of  89  hands  counted. 
Article  4  was  NOT  adopted  by  majority  hand  count  of  62  against  to  27  for. 

Article  6.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  Grantham  School  Board  and  fix  the 
•   compensation  of  any  other  officers  and  agents  of  the  District  as  follows:   Board  Chair  S300;  4 
Board  Members  at  $200  per  individual,  S800;  School  District  Treasurer  S500;  School  District 
Clerk.  SlOO;  Moderator.  S50;  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist.  $25  per  meeting. 
Bob  Chew  made  the  motion  to  adopt  the  .Article  as  written.  Seconded  by  RuthAnn 
Eastman. 

There  was  no  discussion  regarding  this  Article,  except  for  an  unrecognized  voter  urging  the 
audience  to  pass  this  Article  as  it  was  a  small  sum  of  money  lor  all  of  the  hard  work  that  is  done 
by  these  people.  'I'his  comment  was  met  with  applause.  Moderator  Hanson  called  the  vole. 
Article  6  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  7.  I'o  pursue  the  reconsolidation  of  the  Lebanon  and  Grantham  School  Administrative 
Units  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  RS.A.  194-C.  (This  is  a 
petitioned  warrant  article  signed  by  more  than  25  voters.) 
Tlie  School  Board  does  not  recommend  this  article. 

Dan  McClory  made  the  motion  to  accept  this  Article.  Cindy  Covcl  seconded  the  motion. 
Chair  Fred  Vogt  was  recognized.  He  stated  that  the  vote  was  unanimous  not  to  accept  this 
.Article.  He  continued  that  in  order  for  a  reunion  to  happen  that  Lebanon  must  accept  this.  He 
stated  that  Lebanon  has  not  agreed  to  this.  If  Lebanon  did  agree  to  rejoining  with  Grantham  it  is  a 
three  year  process.  He  staled  that  the  State  makes  reconsolidation  difficult  in  order  to  discourage 
this  type  of  occurrence.  Phi!  Schaefer  was  recognized.  He  stated  that  Lebanon  is  charging  the 
school  district  money  per  student  and  thai  it  might  cost  less  per  student  if  we  were  pail  of 
Lebanon  again.  Fred  Vogt  stated  that  he  has  asked  Lebanon  if  they  want  us  back.  Phil  Schaefer 
responded  tliat  the  question  has  not  been  asked  formally.   Phil  continued  saying  that  Grantham 
kids  score  a  bit  higher  than  Lebanon  kids  in  elementary  school,  but  these  scores  equal  out  in  high 
school.  He  staled  that  Hanover  schools  have  lots  of  space  and  he  supports  the  idea  of  asking 
Lebanon  to  "meet  at  the  altar"  as  well  as  investigating  the  idea  of  sending  students  to  the  Hanover 
school  district.  Dan  McClory  was  recognized  and  .stated  that  the  union  with  Lebanon  is  not  a 
solely  Grantham  decision.  It  is  an  area  agreement,  and  the  State  must  be  involved  with  any 
change.  Bob  Osgood  was  recognized  and  stated  that  there  arc  not  many  people  present  now  that 
were  present  25  years  ago  to  know  (he  difference  between  now  and  then.  He  was  on  the  School 
Board  for  six  years  during  a  time  when  Grantham  was  part  of  S.AU  .'52  and  fell  that  his  voice  did 
not  hold  much  weight.  Tuition  for  Grantham  students  went  up  each  year  at  thai  time  as  well. 
He  is  not  in  favor  of  the  \rticle    Rich  Kramer  was  recognized  and  stated  that  he  is  new  to  this 
area,  formerly  from  .Mascoma  area.  He  staled  that  ii  is  difficult  when  there  is  a  big  S.M'  such  as 
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'432  to  address  small  school  issues.  He  does  not  feel  that  going  back  to  a  situation  that  was  tried 
before  is  a  good  idea.  Terr\'  Dorr  was  recognized  and  stated  that  there  is  not  a  connection 
betvscen  tuition  rates  and  joining  or  not  joining  the  SAU.  What  we  pay  for  tuition  is  a  formula. 
Board  member  Jean  Liepold  was  recognized  and  stated  that  although  she  mitially  signed  this 
petition,  she  is  now  against  tliis  Article,  as  she  feels  that  the  new  Superintendent  John  Moses  is 
fantastic.  There  was  no  more  public  discussion  regarding  this  .Article.  The  Article  was  called  to 
vote 
Article  7  was  defeated  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  8.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Dan  Clarj  made  the  motion  to  accept  this  Article. 

Sandy  Palermo  seconded. 

Phil  Schaefer  was  recognized.  He  publicly  thanked  Jean  Liepold  for  her  time  on  the  School 

Board.  He  gave  her  credit  for  working  hard  to  keep  taxpayer  costs  down,  for  increasing  the 

cleanliness  of  the  school,  and  for  evaluating  the  need  for  additional  busses.  He  stated  that  she 

brought  in  the  idea  of  modular  school  rooms,  and  she  drafted  the  residency  requirements.  There 

was  a  round  of  applause  for  Jean.  There  was  no  more  discussion  regarding  this  motion.  The 

motion  was  called  to  vote. 

The  motion  was  accepted  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Warren  Kimball  made  the  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting  at  9:02pm.  Bob  Chew 

seconded.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  by  majority  voice  vote.

May   25,   2006 

Grantham   Village   School   Cafeteria 

Moderator  Cari  Hanson  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:00  pm.   He  began  the  meeting 
by  explaining  the  one  Article  for  which  the  meeting  is  being  held. 

Article  1 :  To  see  if  the  voters  of  Grantham  will  vote  to  ratify  the  votes  taken  at  the 
District  Meeting  held  on  March  21 ,  2006  because  due  to  a  procedural  error  the  budget 
hearing  was  not  held  the  required  25  days  before  the  District  Meeting. 
Chair  Cynthia  Chew  made  the  motion  to  approve  Article  1.    Joy  Gobin 
seconded. 

Carl  Hanson  opened  the  floor  for  discussion  regarding  the  Article.   Phil  Schaefer  was 
recognized  and  asked  a  question  regarding  next  years  enrollment  numbers.   Mr. 
Moses  responded  that  as  of  this  date  there  are  232  children  enrolled  for  next 
September.   He  stated  that  the  school  did  not  have  the  kindergarten  enrollment  that 
was  expected.   Mr.  Schaefer  asked  a  question  regarding  two  paraprofessionals,  that 
he  understood  that  two  positions  would  be  eliminated.   Mr.  Moses  responded  that  that 
would  still  happen.    Deborah  Cheever  was  recognized  and  asked  questions  regarding 
configurations  of  classrooms,  how  many  first  grades,  second  grades,  how  many  mixed 
classrooms,  and  how  these  configurations  affect  the  budget.  Chair  Cynthia  Chew 
answered  that  there  will  be  three  first  grades  with  approximately  fifteen  children  in 
each  class.  There  will  be  two  kindergarten  classes,  and  there  is  a  most  certain  out  of 
district  placement  for  a  special  education  student.  As  well,  she  stated  there  will  be  a 
need  for  a  full  time  paraprofessional  for  special  education.   Mrs.  Chew  spoke  of  the 
continued  need  for  more  space  at  the  school.  Another  classroom  is  needed,  as  well 
as  space  for  specials  such  as  music  and  art.  Currently  the  music  and  art  materials  are 
in  the  hall.   She  pointed  out  that  there  are  limited  spaces  for  special  education 
students  to  be  tutored.  A  gentleman  in  the  audience  asked  what  would  happen  if  the 
vote  is  not  ratified  tonight.   Moderator  Hanson  explained  that  then  the  school  would  not 
have  a  legally  binding  contract.   There  would  have  to  be  a  bill  in  Concord  to  ratify  the 
vote.   It  is  not  known  how  long  this  would  take.  Another  gentleman  in  the  audience 
asked  what  are  the  budgeted  numbers  and  what  are  current  numbers  of  students. 
John  Moses  answered  that  there  were  264  students  budgeted  and  232  are  currently 
enrolled.   Larry  Fuller  explained  that  the  number  264  students  was  the  high  estimated 
number  and  that  there  is  not  a  question  that  the  school  is  trending  to  be  larger  in 
number.  There  were  fifteen  classes  budgeted  for  but  as  of  now  there  will  be  fourteen 
classes  in  September.   Moderator  Hanson  asked  if  the  voters  were  ready  to  vote. 
Article  1   was  adopted  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Joy  Gobin  made  the  motion  to  adjourn.     Seconded  by  Mark  Chickering. 
The  School  District  Meeting  was  adjourned  by  voice  vote  at  7:12pm.

The  Grantham  Parent  Teacher  Group  (GPTG)  works  each  year  to  support  the  school,  its  staff  and  pupils 
with  money  and  volunteer  time  to  supplement  existing  programs,  offer  seed  money  for  new  programs, 
provide  emichment  opportunities,  and  much  more. 

In  2005-06,  the  GPTG  sponsored  a  school  mascot  and  colors  contest,  in  which  the  students  got  to  vote  on 
mascots  drawn  by  students  and  choose  school  colors.  GVS  is  now  the  Gold  Hawks  and  the  school  colors 
are  red  and  gold.  Fifth  grader  Andrew  Googins  drew  the  winning  mascot  and  received  a  free  T-shirt 
featuring  his  design.  Since  then,  the  GPTG  has  offered  "spiritware,"  including  T-shirts,  water  bottles, 
"hoodies"  and  key  chains.  New  merchandise  is  offered  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  to  promote 
school  unity.  The  GPTG  also  donated  a  flag  to  the  school  featuring  the  mascot,  and  the  gold  hawk  was 
used  on  this  year's  school  calendar  magnets  that  are  given  to  each  family.

Books  &  Beyond  reading  program

Babysitting  for  the  annual  school  meeting,  all  GPTG  meetings,  and  the  school's 
parent  information  night 

Family  Connection  directories,  providing  contact  information  to  keep  families  in 
touch 

Sculpture  Garden  maintenance 
Family  Fun  Nights 

The  GPTG  also  offers  more  than  $3,000  for  teacher  reimbursements,  which  allows  teachers  to  purchase 
supplies  or  equipment  that  didn't  get  budgeted  or  have  come  up  since  the  budget  was  approved  in  March. 
Classroom  teachers,  the  Special  Education  Department,  library/media  and  physical  education  get  $150 
each;  the  art,  music  and  reading  programs  get  $100  each;  food  service  and  nurse  get  $75  each;  and  the 
instrumental  and  string  programs  get  $50  each. 

In  the  past  several  years,  the  organization  has  funded  special  enrichment  programs,  which  included  visits, 
presentations  and  projects  by  artists  in  residence,  authors,  mathematicians,  storytellers,  bookmakers  and 
musicians. 

This  year  (2006-07)  the  GPTG  brought  the  TIGER  from  Plymouth  State  University  to  Grantham  Village 
School.  All  225  children  were  entertained  while  learning  how  to  deal  with  bullies  and  bullying  in  then- 
everyday  lives.  TIGER  -  which  stands  for  "Theatre  Integrating  Guidance,  Education  and  Responsibility  - 
incorporates  live  actors,  puppets,  theater,  movement  and  music  to  bring  important  messages  to  children  of 
all  ages.  Performances  are  based  on  anonymous  writings  of  New  Hampshire  school  children.  The  actors 
also  made  small  group  presentations  in  the  second  through  sixth  grades. 

Fundraising  for  the  $10,000  armual  expense  budget  typically  comes  from  the  annual  auction  in  November 
(about  $3,000  each  year),  sales  of  various  items,  and  cash  and  in-kind  donations  from  businesses  and 
parents. 
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But  this  year  was  exciting,  with  our  first  Rubber  Ducky  Race  held  on  Old  Home  Day,  July  4,  2006.  This 
event  netted  slightly  over  $1,000  with  ducks  selling  out  immediately  after  the  parade.  We'll  have  even 
more  ducks  for  2007.  but  you  should  still  buy  your  ducks  and  "Quack  Packs"  early  to  ensure  you're  not 
left  up  the  creek  without  a  duck. 

The  GPTG  also  collects  the  ft)llowing  things  to  augment  the  budget  and  special  supplies  ftjr  the  school: 
Campbell's  Soup  and  other  "Labels  ft)r  Education"  labels;  Box  Tops  ft)r  Education;  spent  ink  and  toner 
cartridges;  and  cell  phones.  These  items  can  be  dropped  in  the  giant  Labels  ft)r  Education  collection  bins 
that  are  located  in  the  school,  the  Post  Office  and  The  Bam  in  Eastman. 

Thank  you  to  everyone  who  has  supported  the  school  through  the  GPTG  this  year.  We  look  forward  to 
continuing  the  relationship  that  helps  us  support  our  school.
